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Judge to give 
Strong Street 
decision Feb. 9

A decision on the W. Strong Street zon- 


ing cue will be handed down by Circuit 
Court Judge Robert Downing at 9:30 
a.m. Feb. 9. 


The Judge set the date for ruling yes- 


tcrday after attorneys for both sides of 
the case presented closing arguments. 


The plaintiffs In the case arc Strong 


Street area residents who seek to stop 
construction of 47 six-flat apartment 
buildings. They contend that the zoning 
decision reached by the Wheeling Village 
Board last year for the property Is un- 
reasonable because It docs not take into 
consideration present use of the land, 
which Is primarily single-family homes. 


"This is a checkerboard pattern, this 


Is gerrymandering," attorney John 
Burke sold In his closing argument. 
Burke is the attorney for the residents. 
"Not one single block will be zoned for 
any one particular use," he said. 


OUrtKE FUHTHEH contended that 


such zoning might be considered spot 
zoning, which Is Illegal. "I don't think 
you can Justify spot zoning on one block

Attorney Jack Slcgel, representing the 


village, sold that contrary to the plaint- 
iffs' claim the Strong Street area is not 
dominated by single-family development. 
He said the predominant characteristic 
of the property Is vacant land that Is pre- 
sently unsuitable for single-family devel- 
opment. 


Noting that the subdivision is almost 50 


years old, Slcgel said the fact that the 
Strong Street area is only 30 per cent 
developed Is "clearly and unmistakably 
a case of arrested development." 


Slcgel said present zoning require- 


ments do not allow this property to be 
developed for single-family homes be- 
cause there Is no water and no'sewers in 
the area. "This property cannot be devel- 
oped for single-family homes because 
there is no public sewer and water sys- 
tem In here," he said. 


ME ADDED, that the development 


planned by builder Victor Smlgcl would 
bring these utilities to the neighborhood, 
thus improving surrounding property. 


According to Slegel, it Is the plaintiffs' 


responsibility to prove that the village 
was "totally Irresponsible" in making its -, 
zoning decision. He said the zoning ac- 
tually shows "a forward-looking ap- , 
preach to a problem .which has plagued - 
this area for a number of yearn." Siege! 
argued Burkc's contention of spot-zon- 
ing by saying it was likely that the vil- 
lage would rezone other property in the 
area upon request. 


"It was not unreasonable for the vil- 


lage to deal with a known quantity," Sle- 
gel said, referring to those properties in 
the village he knew would be developed. 


Burke also stated in closing arguments 


that there were procedural defects in the 
zoning board's handling of the case. He 
said the zoning board did not show any' 
findings of fact, as is prescribed in their 
ordinance. Ho further argued that ob- 
jectors to the proposed zoning were de- 
nied due process by not being allowed to 
present testimony from their land plan- 
ner. 


SIEGEL CONTENDED that the zoning 


board, was not obligated to cover any 
specific areas of fact-finding by their or- 
dinance. He also noted that the village 
board gave the objectors the chance to 
present their land planner's testimony 
before voting on the matter. 


Residents of the area who were sched- 


uled to appear yesterday to testify about 
conditions of the water supply were not 
called. Instead, the judge accepted as 
evidence certain county records stating 
that various wells in the area had been 
tested and were found contaminated.' 


Burke objected to the relevancy of the 


documents, although he allowed them to 
be entered as evidence Instead of bring- 
ing residents into court to testify.

2-year-old lawsuit to be heard today 


Another hearing on a lawsuit filed 


nearly ;two years ago by Prospect 
Heights residents protesting annexation 
of 40 acres of undeveloped land to Wheel- 
ing will be held today. 


1 The hearing is scheduled for 10 a.m. in 
Cook County Circuit Court. 


The suit, filed in March, 1971 by a 


group known as the Wheeling Road Zon- 
ing Committee, charge? that Wheeling il- 
legally annexed the 40 acres near Wheel- 
Ing Road north of Camp McDonald Road. 


The suit has been continued nine times 


at the requests of Wheeling Village Atty. 
Paul Hamer, and Arnold Liebling, owner 
of the land who' has intervened in the 
suit 


"I don't know what to expect any- 


more," Don Kreger, attorney for the 
Prospect Heights group, said yesterday. 
He said both he and the defendant's at- 
torneys have submitted legal briefs on 
the case to Judge Robert Downing, who 
is new to the case. He said he did not 


know if the judge would comment on 
those briefs today. 


The suit contends Wheeling's annexa- 


tion of the site was illegal because the 
land is not contiguous to the village. A 
judge's ruling in November, 1971, agreed 
with the group's contention. Wheeling at- 
torneys then filed a motion saying the 
annexation should be allowed anyway be- 
cause the Prospect Heights group waited 
too long before filing a suit. The suit was 
filed 44 days after the annexation be- 
came official, Kreger said.

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Rail lines oppose Ogilvie task force transit proposal

Six Chicago area commuter rail lines 


— Including the Chicago and North Welt- 
's™ Ry. — have criUclicd a proposal for 
area man transportation made by for- 
mer Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie's task 
force, stating that • system should be 
more than "a mere duplicating umbrella 
over the existing fragmented network of 


separate services." 


In a joint statement released Friday, 


the roil lines said the task force recom- 
mendations would: 


• Make coordination and efficient op- 


eration of individual transportation facil- 
ities "more of a hope than a practical 
possibility." 


• Add still another layer of govern- 


ment to the mass transit problem with- 


ros 


out achieving economy and efficiency. 


• Be basically Inequitable because it 


provides for the purchase of some but 
not all transportation facilities now pri- 
vately owned. 


THE RAILROADS said public trans- 


portation In the region "must concern it- 
self with total point-to-point trips of 
people by rail and bus. ate system to be

Walker's tax fund-use plan divisive 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Gov. Daniel 


Walker's proposal to use state motor fuel 
tax funds for operating subsidies to mass 
transit districts, which he plans to an- 
nounce today, threatens to further divide 
an already badly fragmented Illinois 
General Assembly. The scheme Is near- 
ly certain to set downstate forces against 
those from Cook County — without re- 
gard for party lines — and could trap 
some legislative leaden in a tug-of-wor 
between their party loyalty and the wish- 
es of their districts. 


The governor's proposal Is Included in 


a preliminary draft of his "state of the 
state" speech, scheduled for delivery to 
the General Assembly Tuesday. 


After • short discussion of the Impor- 


tance of moss transportation In urban 
areas, the text said, "I will support legis- 
lation which provides that, after local re- 
sources are exhausted, state motor fuel 
tax funds can bo used for operating sub- 
sidies to the local authority." 


OTHERS WITH whom Walker has dis- 


cussed mass transit problems, confirmed 
the governor's support for such a plan. 


The 7tt-cent per gallon motor fuel tax 


traditionally has been used only for con- 
struction and maintenance of roads and 
highways, although local governments

Downstate legislators have protected 


the state share of the fund against past 
plans to divert it to moss transportation 
uses. In 1970, for example, an adminis- 
tration-backed bill to add a half cent to 
the tax and use the proceeds for mass 
transit was tabled in the Senate before It 
could even be sent to committee for con- 
sideration. 


Many downstaters, who virtually never 


use moss transportation but rely heavily 
on state roads, feel diversion of the state 
portion would amount to a subsidy for 
the Chicago Transit Authority (CTA) at 
the expense of their local highways. 


The CTA currently Is undergoing a sev- 


ere financial crisis. State mass transit 
experts project a $42 million operating 
deficit for the authority this year and the 
CTA already has announced a fare In- 
crease and a cutback In services to help 
meet the money shortage. The authority 
also announced last week It will be 
unable to pay a $400,000 electric bill. 


WALKER'S proviso that local re- 


sources be "exhausted" before the state 
would lend a hand — clearly a directive 
to Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley that 
he must act first — would cut the 
amount of the deficit. The city and coun- 
ty receive a total of nearly $70 million a 
year in their share of the gas tax, some 
of which could be used to help the CTA. 


But much of that $70 million is needed 


for road work and other, transportation 
uses. 


Even if local governments were able to 


reduce the statewide total of mass tran- 
sit deficit to $25. mll]ion,*the state would 
have to divert a'full half cent of its share 
of the motor fuel tax to make up that 
difference.

Such a diversion, according to trans- 


portation department sources, would 
have a "severe Impact" on local road' 
programs downstate — which is the main 
reason for downstate opposition to the; 
plan. ' 


House Democratic Leader Clyde 


Choate of Anna, for Instance, asked 
whether he could support a proposal such 
as Walker's said, "All I need say is that 
d o w n s t a t e r s have always jealously 
guarded that fund." 


ASKED SPECIFICALLY about state 


subsidies to the,CTA, Choate sold, 
"There ought to be enough brains in this 


state to keep this problem from raising 
its ugly head every year." 


Rep. Clarence Neff, R-Stronghurst, 


head of the House Transportation Com- 
mittee, said paying for the CTA should 
be a "direct obligation of the city of Chi- 
cago'and Cook County. I personally will 
oppose this." ' 


Neff also said some Chicago-area rep- 


r e s e n t a t i v e s "might have second 
thoughts. They won't have complete sup- 
port from Cook County. It's just the prin- 
ciple of the thing." 
• Rep. Daniel Pierce, a Highland Park 
Democrat, recently said be feels it is 
"appropriate to use state highway money 
for mass transit With, good mass transit 
facilities, there is no need for more high- 
ways." 


Senate Democratic Leader Cecil Par-

Zero, no resources," he re- 
called. "My mother and father wero di- 
vorced, and there was no place for me to 
go."

care for TB was to lay flat on your 
back," sold Thorsen. "I had no muscle 
power. I couldn't go back to work be- 
cause I didn't have the strength.

There was no agreement signed, and no 
obligation. I was put up in a small hotel 
on Chicago's north side and given a meal 
ticket for the dining room and was never 
asked for a thing. 


"Once I got bock on my feet, my way 


of repaying them was to play the organ 
during the Christmas season in the Illi- 
nois Central (1C) depot downtown," ex- 
plained Thorsen. 


"There was no religious significance to 


my gesture. They didn't ask me to. I did 
It for the* satisfaction to myself in return 
for their unselfish gesture. They were 
just beautiful; it was one of the most 
moving experiences of my life." 


THORSEN IS A native of the South 


Side, and the 1C served people from the 
area where he was born and raised. 


"Many of my old neighbors walked by, 


but they didn't recognize me," he said. 
"But rather than feel demeaned, I'felt 
like I was up on Cloud Nine. Our uni- 
forms made us kind of nondescript, but 
I felt proud in a simple gesture of dis- 
playing what simple talent I had. 


"I was infected with the selflessness of 


The Salvation Army," he said. "I didn't 
particularly want to reach out and say, 
'Hey, look what I'm doing!' The Salva- 
tion Army worked in a quiet, dignified 
manner. I never needed to call attention 
to myself."

confirmation of their POW's or MIA's 
status, he added. 


VIVA'S headquarters is at 10966 Le- 


contc Avc., Los Angeles, Calif., 90024. 


"Some families of the prisoners of war 


and missing in action have requested the 
bracelets be sent to them as a remem- 
brance of how they served and how they 
were remembered by the American citi- 
zens. 


"But, before sending the bracelets con- 


tact me," Rehner said. He added he will 
advise bracelet bearers where and how 
to best forward the mementos.

Review of 
973 racing schedule asked

Illinois Racing Board Chairman Antho- 


ny Scurlano said yesterday he will ask 
for a rehearing on the 1973 racing sched- 
ule regardless of the outcome of a court 
challenge of the dates brought by the Illi- 
nois Attorney General and Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


Any review of the 1973 schedule Is al- • 


most certain to affect racing dates at Ar- 
lington Park Race Track, which Is now 
scheduled to open the Chicago thorough- 
bred season April 19. 


Scariano said if 1973 dates arc not re- 


manded to the racing board by Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge Robert J. 
Downing, he will ask for a new hearing . 
based- on testimony by William Miller 
during the race track stock bribery trial. 


Judge Downing Is expected to rule to- 


morrow on the suits which seek to take 
away dates awarded to racing associ- 
ations controlled by Miller, who Is under • 
federal indictment along with former 
Gov. Otto Kcrncr.. 


THE RACING board will meet again 


Thursday to consider Judge Downlng's • 
ruling, and If necessary, petition for a • 
rehearing. 


Bernard Gcnis, assistant Illinois attor- 


ney general, told the racing board the. 
solo basis for the awarding of racing 
dates Is tho maximization of revenue for 
the state. He said he did not believe the 
present racing schedule conforms to this 
goal. 


Gcnis said he would prefer to see three 


thoroughbred associations with 60-day 
racing seasons, the maximum allowed by 
law, rather than six associations with 30 
days each. 
> 


Longer racing meets generally mean a \ 


bigger betting handle which.puts tho 
track into higher tax brackets.' .- . 
. TO MAXIMIZE revenue Gcnis, In Ms 
suit, has asked that Miller's associations , 
be barred from receiving any racing ' 
dates. MUlcr controls two racing associ- , 
ations. 


"We don't want to kill the goose that's 


laying the golden eggs, but we want to 
squeeze It for all we con get," Gcnis told 
the board. 


He noted that every racing association, 


including 
Arlington 
and 
Washington 


parks, hove applied for 60-day meets. 


Scariano, chairing the first meeting of 


the- newly constituted Illinois Racing 
Board, sold that In his opinion Miller's 
testimony in the Kcrner trial amounts to 
"new, different and sufficient grounds 
for a rehearing at which time Miller 
would have to show cause why his dates 
should not be revoked." 


"HE (MILLER) has admitted in open 


court to every high crime in the 60-page 
indictment against him. He's admitted 
lying to the racing board and mis- 
representing his interest in racing associ- 
ations," Scariano said. 


The new board chairman said he did 


not want to preguess Judge Downlng's 
decision, but that he personally felt 
strongly that the dates questioned should 
be reheard. 


Besides the attorney general's suit, Ar- 


lington Park also has a request before 
Judge Downing for review of the 1973 
racing schedule. The track Is also re- 
questing that It be given 'two licenses 
rather than one for its Arlington Park ~ 
and Washington Park meets. .With two .• 
licenses tho track would be able to divide 
its betting handle and avoid the highest 
tax brackets. • 


The state' Is currently .attempting to ' 


collect over $5 million In back taxes from' 
Arlington Park because the race track, 
operated with two separate licenses from 
1966 to 1971. 


THE ATTORNEY general contends Ar- 


lington Park saved $750,000 a year in1- 
taxes under the dual licensing. The case ' 
is now before the Illinois Supreme Court. •;

area horse racing, a dcterioriation he re 
lated to the purses, paid owners and 
trainers. 


"THERE HAS BEEN less than n four 


per cent increase in purses over the past 
five years, while the cost of living has 
gone up 25 per cent in that time," 
Freeark said. 


"The decline of racing In Chicago is 


directly related to purses, that Is irrefu- 
table," he said. 


Recently a Florida trainer told the 


Herald he wouldn't race In Illinois any- 
more because racing schedules, like the 
one for 1973, have "destroyed racing in 
Illinois." 


When the-board reconvenes Thursday 


It will either begin its reconsideration of 
the 1973 schedule if that .is Judge Down- 
ing's order, or will consider Scariano's 
proposal for a new hearing based on 
Miller's court testimony. 


Either way a change in Arlington 


Park's racing schedule appears likely.

A's don't mean anything 
anymore at Muir School

Students at John Muir School in Pros- 


pect Heights never get A's anymore. And 
nobody seems to mind. 


A's, B's, C's and D's do not exist in the 


school's unusual grading system, started 
two years ago by principal James Finke 
and Muir teachers. Instead, a student's 
success In the classroom is measured by 
comparing what he does to what he con 
do. 
' . ,, '

;. • 


"Each child Is evaluated individually 


and not compared to anyone else," Finke 
said. "This way a bright child and a 
learning disabilities child can get the 
same evaluation." 
• 


ON THE Muir report card, known as 


the "Score Board," a student can receive 
anywhere from a 1 to 6 for a certain 
subject. A "1" indicates that a student is 
experiencing "much success and is work- 
ing near maximum potential'' A 6 would 
indicate the child "experiences minimal 
success." . 


To give parents an even clearer pic- 


ture of how their child is doing in school, 
the report card also lists the pace at 
which the child Is working, fast, slow or 
moderate, and indicates If, the child is 
working on materials at, above or below 
grade level. The card also shows if a 


child is strong, good, improving, weak or 
has a problem in a certain area of a 
subject. 
• ••-• 


"This system is better for the kids who 


are slower," Finke explained. He said 
the idea for such a grading system grew 
out of a situation where a learning dis- 
abilities child was working hard and put- 
ting in a lot of effort "But he would 
have.gotten a D.on .the normal grading 
scale," Finke said. "Under this system a 
child can gain' a. belter perspective of 
fust what he can'do, And parents can 
gain a' lot more information about their 
child." 


Parents who have teen conditioned to 


A, B and C have reacted favorably to the 
new system, although they were skeptic- 
al at first, Finke said. He said some par- 
ents still demand a-translation into A's 
,'and B's, but they ore few. Finke holds 
1 meetings twice a month to explain to 
.' parents how the system works: > 


Finke believes the system "has worked 


fairly well" at .Muir School, although 
"there is no one method or approach that 
works for every child." In June, the 
school board and administration will 
evaluate the system and decide if it 
should be used is other schools in the 
district.

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Inventors tell of Imperial 
'treatment9, disillusionment 


La«t In « fcrief 


In addition to an effort to examine the 


operation of Imperial Inventors Inter- 
national Inc. In DCS Plaints, a two-month 
investigation by the Herald also revealed 
a number of Inventors from the Chicago 
area and parts of the United States who 
were less than satisfied over the dealings 
with the firm. 


While some offered records and other 


Information, they asked that their names 
not be used. Others, however, spoke 
freely about Imperial and two of them 
have filed complaints against the firm 
with the consumer fraud sections of both 
the Illinois and Indiana attorneys general 
office. 


Edward Lattyak and John Dybell spent 


1500 on product evaluations to Imperial 
last spring. Their Inventions were prod- 
ucts of homemade creativity. They had 
heard of Imperial through a radio adver- 
tisement. They requested and received 
literature on the firm. 


Later, they called on one of Imperial's 


product evaluators, Amory Dann Jr., at 
his office In Hammond, Ind. Dann shared 
office space with Vincent Borsattino, who 
for a time served as Imperial's "general 
legal counsel," although he had not been 
admitted to the bar In either Illinois or 
Indiana. He now manages Imperial's of- 
fice In Hammond. 


AFTEIl A BIUEH consultation, Lat- 


lyak and Dybell paid Dann $500 for oval- - 
nations of their inventions. One was de- 
signed to keep paint from dripping from 
the can all over a floor and the second to 
test trailer lights. The two men waited 
several months for some words of guid- 
ance or advice from Imperial. It should 
be noted that the men paid twice as 
much as Imperial claims to ask from In- 
ventors for a product evaluation. Also 
contrary to Imperial's stated procedures, 
the men never received a written eval- 
uation for cither of their products. 


For nearly six months, they received 


nothing, except what they considered 
doublctalk from Dann and Borsattino. 
They repeatedly tried to get information 
about the progress Imperial had made, 
and finally they received a "don't call 
us. we'll call you," brush-off from Dann. 


'•We did not know what to do then," 


Lattyak said. But the pair nearly went 
through the celling when they saw one of 
their products appear In a trade Journal 
being marketed by another company. 


The Invention, which they had taken to 


Imperial several months before, was 
identical to the trailer light testing de- 
vice. The Instrument allows a truck me- 
chanic to test lights on large trailers

without having a tractor attached. Dy- 
bell, who works In the fleet maintenance 
section of a large refinery company, In- 
vented the device for use on the Job. 


"We've been robbed," Dybell said, ad- 


ding, "they told us that we would get 
some publicity in the Lfect Owners 
Magazine, but we wen! shocked to see 
this product being offered by another 
firm." 


ALTHOUGH LATTYAK and Dybell 


repeatedly had been refused refunds be- 
fore the magazine article appeared, 
Dann gave them a $500 check shortly af- 
ter they demanded an explanation of the 
Incident. They still Intend to pursue the 
consumer fraud complaints, even though 
they received the refunds. 


Claire C. Wagner, national 'director 


of Imperial Inventors International Inc., 
said he has no knowledge of Imperial's 
dealings with Lattyak and Dybell. Wag- 
ner said If an Inventor was having diffi- 
culties with a regional office, he would 
expect that the inventor would contact 
the main otflcc In DCS Plalnes. 


Borsattino said Lattyak and Dybell in- 


dicated they did not want their products 
to be examined by the main office so he 
did not send any information about their 
inventions to DCS Plalnes. Wagner noted 
that this Is a violation of the company's 
policies. He could not explain how the 
company safeguards Inventors who deal 
with regional offices. 


In Interviews with the Herald, Lattyak 


and Dybell did not state that they told 
Borsattino or Dann they did not want to 
deal with the DOS Plalnes office. 


Dann is no longer with Imperial, ac- 


cording to Wagner. He said an agree- 
ment Is now being prepared to turn the 
Hammond office over to Don Shedden 
and when this Is completed, Borsattino 
will no longer be associated with Impe- 
rial. 


IN OTHER INSTANCES, the "product 


evaluations" which arc provided to in- 
ventors all seem to very similar, In 
some cases Identical. The evaluations re- 
viewed by the Herald Included No. R154B 
"Force Repulsion Magnetic Bumper," 
No. 27BB "Pinlcss Baby Diaper," and 
No. 5265Z "Ice cube Tray Cover," and 
were positive and encouraging pre- 
dictions of success. Not a single eval- 
uation reviewed was negative and all 


urged the inventor to spend more money, 
usually between $1,500 and $2,000, for ad- 
ditional Imperial work. 


Wagner said the Imperial contract 


calls for three payments over a three- 
year period. He said if an inventor is hot 
satisfied with results after the first 
year's payment, usually $800, that he is 
not obligated to pay the other In- 
stallments. 


He stated that some evaluations con- 


tain the same language because of the 
heavy volume of business the company 
transacts. "We cannot -Invent new 
words," he said. 


Patent attorneys, who asked that their 


names not be used, who have evaluated 
the evaluations, termed most of them 
"nonsense.'.' Wagner said he questions 
the patent attorneys' ability to comment 
on marketing techniques. "What do they 
know about this area?" he asked. ' 


OTHER REPORTS HAVE been re- 


ceived from inventors who state Impe- 
rial, In conducting evaluations, failed to 
even make a patent search or consult the 
U.S. Patent Office Classification Guide. 


In one cose, No. 5265 Z "Ice Cube Tray 


Cover," it was found that products of 
this type arc so common that the patent 
office lists a subcategory for such cov- 
ers, Class 249 (Static Molds), subsection 
121, In ils classification guide. 


Wagner said in his copies of the guide 


he cannot find any such listing. 


During the course of the investigation, 


no evidence could be found that Imperial 
exercises any selectivity over the prod- 
ucts it accepts for evaluation. One com- 
pany official, Jack Brumley, a national 
director and head of the product eval- 
uator training program, 
encourages 


product evaluators to obtain as many 
evaluations as possible. 


All of the evaluations reviewed were 


positive and encouraged inventors to sign 
the representation agreement for addi- 
tional fees. 


Federal, state agencies 
now probing Imperial 


A two-month Herald Investigation into 


Imperial Inventors International Inc., of 
DCS Plalnes, has sparked several probes 
by state, federal and private agencies 
Into the business practices and advertis- 
ing claims of the company. 


Investigations are currently underway 


by the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, Federal Trade Commission, U.S. 
Postal Service, Illinois Department of 
Registration, Illinois and Indiana attor- 
ney general offices, the Chicago Bar As- 
sociation and Patent Law Association of 
Chicago. 


Complaints filed with the FTC arc also 


being looked into by the SEC, because 
the SEC is capable of faster action, a 
federal official told the Herald. The offi- 
cial would not elaborate on the scope of 
tho federal investigation, however. 


Claire C. Wagner, Imperial's national 


director, said that he has appeared be- 
fore representatives of the SEC on two 
occasions, but said ho knew nothing 
about investigations being conducted.by 
. any of the other agencies. 


A Postal Service spokesman told the 


Herald that several complaints have 
been received concerning Vincent Bor- 
sattino, the Hammond, Ind., associate of 
Imperial. A brochure announcing Borsat- 
tlno's appointment as general counsel for 
Imperial was sent through the malls. The 
Herald has learned, however, that Bor- 
sattino has not received a law degree 
from Valparaiso University, has not been 
admitted to the bar In Indiana and is not 
a registered patent attorney, as claimed 
by Imperial's brochure.

Metropolitan Sanitary District officials 


have abandoned plans to build a fish 
pond at the Hanover Water Reclamation 
Plant to test the effects of sewage ef- 
fluent on fish. 


District officials approved dropping the 


plans as a money-saving measure and 
to use the ponds for stormwater retention 
facilities because of rapid development 
of land In the Hanover Basin. 


Out the district will continue to ex- 


periment with fish in its laboratories to 
determine the effects of effluent which 
will result from the district's new triple- 
stage treatment processes. 


Cecil Uic-lilng, director of research 


and development for the MSD, said at a 
district board meeting lost week that lab- 
oratory conditions probably arc better 
for the fish experiment than open ponds 
at the Hanover plant because the dis- 
trict can better control test conditions In 
a laboratory. 


I.UK-HING made his comments after 


MSD Trustee Chester Majcwskl ques- 
tioned whether the fish experiment could 
be moved to another location after It was 
dropped at the Hanover plant. 


In addition to the experimental work 


on fish the ponds at the Hanover plant 
were originally planned as an exhibit for 
the public to show the quality of tertiary 
effluent. 


The plant itself is currently being ex- 


panded to handle an additional eight mil- 
lion gallons of sowago each day. Located 
at Harrington and Irving Park roads In 
Hanover Park, It serves an area that in- 
cludes Hanover Park and portions of 
Schaumburg, Hoffman Estates, Bartlctt 
and Roadie.

AIM overlooked has been a revival of 


Iho belief In hobgoblins — although Sa- 
tanism, the devil-worship that recently 
led to a teenager's ritual murder in Now 
Jersey, Is widespread. 


This particularly repulsive and imbc- 


cctic movement might have shriveled in 
the manner of the most fads, but for the 
obviously unintended longevity given It 
by the alarmed acknowledgements of 
.inch world-famed religious leaders as 
Pope Paul VI and Billy Graham. 


Last June. In Rome's St. Peter's Basil- 


ica, Ills Holiness announced that Satan 
really exists. Moreover, one of the seven 
theologians appointed by the Pontiff to 
look Into the matter has written that if 
the Devil's existence is removed as "a 
pillar of faith," then "of a certainty" 
other parts of the Christian faith will col- 
lapse. 


Billy Graham concludes that the Devil 


exists because (In his favorite and mod- 
o r a t o l y Fundamentalist theological 
creed) "The Bible tells us" to. The fam- 
ed evangelist also notes that "A recent 
Gallup Poll revealed that 65 per cent of 
the American people believe In a person- 
al devil." 


JUST WHAT percentage of the public 


believe In ghosts (which, The Bible tells 
us, also exist) would make an interesting 
study. 


So would a theological Inquiry Into 


Mclchlildcck, the priest who was also 
King of Salem (Genesis 14:17-20). For 
the Bible tells us. that King Mclchlzldeck 
— who Is still mentioned by name in 


Catholic and Episcopal ordination ser- 
vices — had neither a father, nor a moth- 
er — (and even more remarkably) he 
had neither "a beginning of days, nor 
end of life." (Epistle to The Hebrews 
7:3) 


This cxtraordisary man Molchlzldeck 


is mentioned in the Bible long before any 
mention of Satan, who does not appear 
until the 13th book of the Old Testament 
(I Chronicles). Satan Is mentioned in 
only four of the Old Testament's 39 
books, almost all of tho 16 Instances 
being In the Book of Job. 


This has led many Biblical scholars to 


conclude that the ancient Hebrews knew 
nothing of Satan until after they were 
deported to Babylon, where they came in 
contact with Zoroastrlanlsm. This Per- 
sian religion has the concept of a good 
god, Ahura Mazda, the god of light, con- 
tending with the evil god of darkness, 
Angra Malnya, or Ahrlman. 


Hence in notable contrast to Pope 


Paul, Seattle University's Jesuit thco; 
logian Father John Navone observes: 


"Evil is unquestionable. But whether 


Satan merely represents It or is a super- 
human person is an open question... No 
up-to-date theologian believes that Satan 
is a person." 


IT MIGHT ALSO be observed that no 


uo-to-date person would contend for tho 
h_jrical existence of Jack Frost, al- 
though nobody denies the reality of frost. 
It is also presumed that although there 
was much reference to gremlins during 
the Second World War, no competent his- 
torian has recorded them as being as 
much of • reality as for example, Admi- 
ral Halsey.

Personal property assessments in Chi- 


cago and suburban Cook County in- 
creased 5.1 per cent to $2,599,994, 974 for 
1972 
from $2,474,806,471 for 1971, Cook 


County Assessor P. J. Cullerton report- 
ed. 


For suburban Cook County, assess- 


ments on personal property rose 6.1 per 
cent to $866,168,751 In 1972 from 
$816,482,881 in 1971. 


For the City of Chicago, personal prop- 


erty assessments increased 4.5 per cent 
to $1,733,826,223 for 1972 from a 1971 total 
of $1,658,323,590. 


Thomas M. Tally, chief deputy asses- 


sor and top. aide to Cullerton, said the 
new personal property assessments to- 
gether with new teal estate assessments 
announced last week will help form the 
base against which local government 
levies will be applied, tax rates comput- 
ed, and tax bills issued for payment later 


this year to cover costs of local govern- 
ment and schools. 
. In comparison with real estate assess- 
ments, personal property represents the 
smaller portion of the tax base, but, Tul- 
ly said, such assessments still make sig- 
nificant contribution to the over-all tax 
base. As announced last week, the real 
estate assessment totals for Chicago and 
suburban Cook County exceed $12.2 bil- 
lion. 


TULLY SAID both new assessments in 


real estate and personal property are 
subject to revision by the Board of Ap- 
peals. The assessment totals also are 
subject to the state, equalization factor 
(multiplier), before tax rates can be 
computed and bills Issued. 


Because of new exemptions applying to 


individuals, personal property assess- 
ments for the county on the whole or in- 
dividuals showed a decrease of 3.2 mil- 


lion. For Chicago only, the decrease in 
individual personal property assessments 
amounted to $6.2 million. 


Under state legislation enacted in 1970, 


Tully explained, individuals no longer 
are subject to personal property assess- 
ments on household furnishings and one 
automobile. A second automobile, boats, 
airplanes, and personal effects still are 
subject to individual personal property 
assessment 


In addition to the exemptions covering 


household furnishings and one automo- 
bile, individuals, for the first time this 
year, also may avail themselves of an 
additional exemption amounting to $5,000 
in personal property assessments. 


UNDER THE 1970 state law, individ- 


uals claiming the additional $5,000 ex- 
emption would do so at the time of pay- 
ment' of the personal property tax bill. 
Procedures for establishing this ex- 
emption are being established by the 
county treasurer for later in the year. 


Under the law, reductions in tax collec- 


tions resulting from individual personal 
property exemptions are to be made up 
by special payments from state govern- 
ment 


All other categories of personal proper- 


ty, including corporations, unincorpo- 
rated businesses, estates and banks in 
the county showed increases in assess- 
ments for 1972 totaling $128,338,518.

To this grab bag of traits add a quixot- 


ic sense of humor and it gives you a 
rough Idea of why "M-A-S-H" is a suc- 
cess on the tube. 


Alda and co-star Wayne Rogers arc 


given freedom to improvise on their 
scripts, usually with happy results. 
There Is more than passing kinship be- 
tween Alcln and the irreverent flawkcyc 
ho plays in the scries. 


"PALM TREES are no good for any- 


thing," he said, not 
differentiating 


among the various genus of the trees. To 
him coconut and date palms arc equally 
Insufferable. 


"They don't even belong In Southern 


California. They \vcre Imported. They 
just lit there like this." 


Alda gave a physical Impression of a 


dour palm tree. Ills nose and arms made 
convincing fronds. 


"I've made eight movies and I'm hap- 


py to say only one of them was here In 
Hollywood," he rattled on. "The rest 
were on location. I lived here with my 


parents between the ages of 7 and 14. But 
what docs a kid that ago know. 


"If this scries survives five years I'll 


continue to live in New Jersey." Then he 
added a bulletin, "They have four sea- 
sons back there." 


HE ASKED that the name of his town 


not be mentioned because he gets crank 
calls and crious visitors every time the 
village is publicized. But he raves about 
the good folk and warm community a 
few minutes from Manhattan hard by the 
George Washington Bridge. 


Asked why he remained In the East 


when all his work Is elsewhere — and his 
scries filmed in Hollywood — Alda re- 
plied, "There must be a lot of actors left 
In New York. If not, who's driving the 
cabs? 


"But at least it's genuine back there. 


All the houses have character. They're 
old." 


To Alda there is nothing false about a 


traditional wooden-frame house with a 
shingle roof and plenty of snow to shovel 
off the driveway. 


"California is not a good place to raise 


children. Nothing here has grown organ- 
ically. The kids' brains are fried in the 
sun," Alda said, rot altogether in jest. 


But then lib brains were fried from

New times beef up ratings for ABC 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — ABC-TV's rise 


to ratings parity with its bigger com- 
petitors, NBC-TV and CBS-TV, is illus- 
trated by recent statistical reports on 
three of its series after midseason net- 
work schedule changes. 


The series are "The Streets of San 


Francisco," a police show with Karl Mai- 
den and Michael Douglas, son of Kirk 
Douglas; "Owen Marshall, Counselor at 
Law," with Arthur Hill as an attorney; 
and "Rung Fu," which stars David Car- 
radine, son of John Carradine, as a 
gentle Chinese-American Buddhist priest 
who is a fugitive on the American fron- 
tier in the last century. "Rung Fu" now 
has a weekly network outing after being 
seen occasionally in the past. 


It also is by far the most interesting of 


these series. There is no other regular 
show on commercial television that is 
similar in tone. With Western scries all 
but gone from video, this weekly hour 
has challenged the trend that has elimi- 
nated the caters, and is a new king of 
frontier story — a Western, all right, but 
highly contemporary in the outlook of its 
hero, played extremely well by young 
Mr. Carradine. 


ON THE BASIS of the 70-city ratings 


for the week ending Jan. 21, and the 
overnight statistics in New York City and 
Los Angeles for its first two episodes as 
a regular Thursday night entry, "King 
Fu" seems to have struck a public 
chord. 


"The Streets of San Francisco," which 


follows "Rung Fu" on the ABC-TV 
Thursday night schedule, also has turned 


in impressive statistics in the last few 
weeks, particularly when one considers it 
was down near the bottom of the ratings 
when it was seen Saturdays. The network 
opposition for "The Streets of San Fran- 
cisco" is, on NBC-TV, the Dean Martin 
program, and, on CBS-TV, weekly mov- 
ies. 


NBC-TV's Flip Wilson show and "Iron- 


side" are still potent ratings getters, but 
the network now is getting some unex- 
pected Thursday night competition not 
only from the sleeper hit, CBS-TV's "The 
Waltons," but apparently also from 
"Rung Fu" and "The Streets of San 
Francisco." 


Then there is "Owen Marshall, Coun- 


selor at Law," which has moved from 
Thursdays to Wednesdays. It did all right 
recently in the 70-city rankings. And last 
week, in its Wednesday night outing, it 
scored smashingly in New York and did 
extremely well also in Los Angeles. 


IN THE LATE-NIGHT ratings area, 


ABC-TV says it is happy with the show- 
ing of Jack Paar in the first week of his 
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talk show comeback on Its new "Wide 
World of Entertainment" series. Al- 
though, predictably, NBC-TVs Johnny 
Carson led Paar numerically, ABC-TV 
says Paar's ratings In both the national 
and 70-city surveys were a large Im- 
provement in general over its past statis- 
tics in this area of programming. 


Actually, the recent week of-mystery 


melodramas on "Wide World of Enter- 
tainment" did quite well also for ABC-TV 
in the 70-market survey. As for Dick 
Cavett's broadcasts on the series last 
week, they were sometimes ratings 
curiosities, for although he is based in 
New York, there were some of his shows 
that did much better in the Los Angeles 
statistics than in New York. 
- 


And speaking of ratings, there was one 


that must have pleased ABC-TV particu- 
larly: Its daytime coverage of President 
Nixon's inauguration Jan. 20, while com- 
ing in third and well behind NBC-TV, 
nevertheless gave CBS-TV a good race in 
the 70-clty figures. Not many years ago, 
that would have been unheard of.

Where's rural 
flood solution? 


Up In the northwest corner of 


Palatine Township, in an area that 
is just beginning to make the trou- 
bled transition from rural to subur- 
ban, there's a problem that's de- 
fied solution since last summer. 


The problem is flooding — but 


not the kind which inflicted itself 
on the Northwest suburbs ,lnst 
summer. That kind of problem ten- 
ded to case as soon as the 100-year- 
rains stopped, the sun came out 
and the ground began to absorb the 
rainwater. 


This flooding problem, however, 


isn't going away. It started back in 
September, when flood waters lap- 
ped up over Arlington Road, which 
parallels Ela Road in the hills west 
of Inverness. 


Today, Arlington Road is pass- 


able, us the water has receded off 
the road onto two or three lots to 
the west, wltcrc it sits, making life 
difficult — even impossible — for 
the owners of the property. 


No one's really sure what's 


c a u s e d the flooding. Palatine 
township officials report that part 
of the problem may be that dirt 
dumped on the cast side of Arling- 
ton Road has crushed drainage 
tiles buried under ground to speed 
water off the property. 


That problem is quite common 


throughout rural areas which arc 
being torn up for subdivisions and 
development. The tiles were laid 
years ago by farmers who didn't 
want to plant crops in a swamp. 
Today, those tiles still serve a pur- 
pose. 


The agencies — Cook County, 


Palatine- township and the North- 
west Mosquito Abatement District 
— have struggled to resolve the 
problem. To date, all that's hap- 


dumping large quantities of dirt on 
rural lands. 


All agencies to date have made 


efforts to resolve the problem. The 
Mosquito Abatement District has 
supplied drainage maps to those 
concerned; and the township has 
used a rotor to try to free a drain- 
age line under Ela Road. But ef- 
forts without success simply aren't 
enough. 


The problem of flooding of a 


handful of lots in Palatine Town- 
ship just isn't of the scope of such 
world-wide problems as war or 
hunger. 


But local government is sup- 


posed to be able to resolve littlo 
problems of little consequence, and 
when one government can't do it 
alone, there should be an under- 
standing among such units. In 
short, cooperation is essential, and 
Palatine 
township 
government 


should take the lead to resolve, at 
whatever the cost, this irksome 
and expensive problem. 


Banking's not bad 


At a time when business in gen- 


eral is taking lumps for its alleged 
lack of concern about community 
problems, bankers have heard 
some good news. 


Pollster Louis Harris turned his 


microscope on the banking in- 
dustry recently and came up with 
the conclusion that the public sees 
banks as having greater concern 
about life within the community 
than any other group of business- 
men. 


Part of the reason is a public ac- 


knowledgement that' banks, be- 
cause they arc sources of capital, 
are In a belter position than other 
institutions to influence their com- 
munities. But it is also due to a 
growing social consciousness on 
the part of bankers and new pol- 
icies that thrust banks into commu- 
nity leadership roles: 


Bankers should not become too 


satisfied, however. According to 
Harris, while 48 per cent of the 
public rates bonks highly 
(com- 


pared to 32 per cent for business as 
a whole), more than half the public 
feels that there is room for im- 
provement. 


For example, the poll revealed 


deep questions on bankers' records 
' in the areas of helping minorities 
and fighting pollution. 


As Harris pointed out in his re- 


port to the Foundation for Full Ser- 
vice Banks, public confidence "is a 
perishable commodity." Ameri- 
cans are turning to bankers in the 
hope that their "solid accom- 
plishment in the business world 
can be translated into hope and 
concern in the community." 


This, he says, is banking's chal- 


lenge for the decade. 
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pcncd is the water has receded off 
the road, but it sits idle on the lots, 
and the residents, who don't live in 
fancy, $50,000 Jiouses, suffer.

'Voters have backed our parks9 


Several persons who favor the con- 


struction of an ice rink, have made state- 
ments indicating that the elderly vote, 
lack of information and the negative as- 
pect of having a tax rate referendum on 
the ballot, defeated the parks referen- 
dum. The following facts contradict this 
line of reasoning: 


1. December 16 was a bitter cold day

the public is basic. Someone has to pay 
the cost of cleaning up the environment, 
and It's going to be the consumer. 


On the some day in raid-January, two 


Ford Motor Co. vice presidents delivered 
that message to two business organiza- 
tions meeting hundreds of miles apart. 
The campaign to "communicate" with 
the American public Is Increasing, espe- 
cially In the automobile Industry which Is 
roaring new federal deadlines for clean- 
Ing up exhaust emissions from cars as 
well as factories. 


Bennett E. Bldwell, vice president and 


general manager of the Lincoln-Mercury 
Division, spoke of consumerism to mem- 
bers of the American Banking Associ- 
ation In New Orleans. Donald E. Peter- 
sen, vice president In charge of truck op- 
erations, told members of the Ohio Dairy 
Products Association in Columbus of the 
Impact of federal standards on the con- 
sumer. 


"BY DEFINITION, the principal ob- 


jectives of consumers are for variety and 
freedom of choice, and their money's 
worth in the products and services they 
buy," said Bldwell. "Many consumers 
are learning the benefits from Imposed 
regulations don't always equal the price 
they are required to pay. 


"Whether ill clean air, highway safety 


or whatever, I don't believe the real con- 
sumer — the customer — is being told 
about all the ramifications of what Is • 
being done in his name," he said. "And 
even more Importantly, he is not being 
given the freedom of choice required to 
select a possible alternative."

With continually rising prices chewing 


away at the consumer's dollar, nobody in 
his right mind would spend the winter 
throwing money out the window. 


Yet that's what you're doing, if you 


pay the heating bills In your house or 
apartment, when you fall to observe a 
few basic rules that can save anywhere 
from 10 per cent to as much as half on 
heating costs. 


And you may not know the rules as 


well as you think. Take this little quiz, 
for Instance: 


Where steam or hot-water radiators 


supply the heat, the radiators should bo 
painted with (a) a flat paint, (b) an 
enamel, (c) a metallic paint. 


It's a fairly safe bet that a majority of 


radiator-users would say "c" — and bo 
wrong. A metallic paint acts to reflect 
heat back Into tho radiator. And enamels 
allow more heat to pass through than flat 
paints. You can increase radiator effi- 
ciency by as much as 25 per cent by 
using an enamel. 


OR TRY the thermostat quiz: 
During bcdtlmo hours, for best fuel 


economy lower the thermostat setting 
(a) not more than S degrees, (b) to about 
57 degrees, (c) not at all. 


In this case, "more" Is not "better." If 


you allow the temperature to get well 
below tho daytime comfort level, you 
throw such a heavy early-morning load 
on the furnace that you'll consume more 
fuel than with a moderate reduction. 


If you find about 70 degrees a comfort- 


able daytime setting, as most people do, 
don't use a nighttime setting below 65 
degrees. 


On the other hand, keep in mind that In 


this range, every Increase of one degree 
will add about 3 per cent to your fuel

consumption, so keep the thermostat as 
low as comfort permits. If 70 seems too 
low, It may bo that you're a hothouse 
plant — or it may bo a case of dry air. 


Use a humidifier, or simply keep water 


in pans on the furnace or radiators, and 
you'll find you can still feel comfortable 
at lower thermometer readings. 


MOST OF THE other rules are more 


familiar — though not always observed. 
Clogged filters con cut heavily into heal- 
ing efficiency, and raise fuel costs sub- 
stantially. But many consumers don't 
know that filters should be checked, not 
Just at the beginning of the heating sea- 
son, but once a month for optimum effi- 
ciency. 


On a cold, windy day, run your hand 


around door and window openings, an 
Inch or two away, and you may discover 
some heat-loss problems you weren't 
aware of. Cold air you fan feel on your 
hand is draining the nickels and dimes 
out of your pockets In a steady stream. 


Caulk window casings on the outside, 


or use weather stripping as necessary, or' 
install storm windows and doors. You'll 
soon get your money back. 


Windows with double-hung sashes — 


the over-ond-under type that slide up and 
down — can usually be tightened up,end 
one source of drafts eliminated, by re- 
placing sash locks of the old conventional 
design with the now double-jointed type 
that pull tho sashes together tightly, with 
leverage action. They're less than $1 at 
most hardware stores.

Does he have to file a Federal in- 
come tax return? 


A) If your son is single, you are not • 


claiming him as a dependent and he did 
not have self-employment earnings of 
'$400 or more, he does not have to file a 
return because his gross income is less 
than. S2060. However, If you or someone 
else could claim your son as a dependent 
and he had income from dividends, inter- 
est or other types of unearned income, 
he must file a return if his gross income 
was at least $750. He must also file a 
return If he had net self-employment 
earnings of $400 or more. 


Of course, he should file a return to 


claim any refund due him for Income tax 
withheld. .. 


Q) I have all my tax records. Can I file 


without my Form YV-2? 


A) No. A withholding statement, Form 


W-2, for each job held during 1972 must 
be attached to your return. Failure to do 
so delayed the refunds of many tax- 
payers last year. 


Q) I plan to go to a commercial tax 


preparcr to have my 1972 return filled 
out. Is he responsible for any errors on 
tho return? 
> 


A) No. Each taxpayer is responsible 


for the accuracy.of his Federal Income 
tax return, no matter who fills it out. 


If you do use the services of a tax pre- 


porer this year, be sure he signs your 
return and enters on the form his social 
security number or employer identi- 
fication number. 


Q) Is it true that this year taxpayers 


con designate tl of their tax to' go to a 
presidential election campaign fund? 


A) Yes. This year, taxpayers, at their 


option, may designate tl of their taxes 
($2 if a joint return) to go to the political 
party of their choice or to a nonpartisan 
general fund. . . 


The "check-off" is made on a separate 


form — IRS Form 4875 — which Is in- 
cluded in your tax forms package, and 
not on the Form 1040 itself. If you want 
to designate a dollar for the fund, com- 
plete the Form 4875 and attach it to 
your Form 1040. If you do not wish to 
earmark money for this purpose, do not 
file Form 4875. 


Q) Will the IRS still figure out a per- 


son's tax, If he wants them to? 


A) Yes. The Internal Revenue Service 


will figure out your tax If your adjusted 
gross Income is $20,000 or less and was 
only from wages, salary and tips, ,dlvi- > 
dends, .interest, pensions and annuities, 
and if you claim the standard deductions. 
For more details, see your tax form in- 
structions.

Guess who's coming to town Friday? 
Here's a hint. The school has captured 


an Incredible 27 state championships In 
15 years. It Is seeking Its fourth straight 
state gymnastics championship, Its 
eighth successive swim title, its fourth 
state tennis crown over the past six 
years, a return trip to Champaign for the 
Illinois basketball finals and an umteenth 
number of conference football trophies. 


Those credentials eliminate every high

Central — possibly the nation's finest 


prep athletic institution. 


Herscy, which hasn't exactly been 


standing still while the Red Devils have 
been vacuuming the state clean of hon- 
ors, will provide the competition for a 
gymnastics Shootout which can legiti- 
mately be billed as perhaps a national 
high school dual-meet championship. 


M e r s e y ' s back-to-back wrestling 


crowns, a second In cross country last 
year and their omnipresence among the 
lop state gymnastics competitors year 
after year demand equal consideration. 


Tho showdown will unfold Friday at 7 


p.m. with the frosh-soph teams pre- 


viewing the varsity climax at approxi- 
mately 8. Or is it the other way around? 


Latecomers who disregard the prelimi: 


nary contest may miss the unraveling of 
one of the all-time high school winning 
streaks. Hlnsdale's freshmen and soph- 
omores have constructed a skyscraper of 
95 straight dual-meet decisions over the 
course of seven years. Not since the 1964- 
65 season when York High ' School' 
emerged triumphant have the little Red 
Devils tasted defeat. 


All indications point to a crumbling of 


that incredible streak by Hersey three 
days from now. While Hinsdale boasts

The Huskies' underievel goldmine, 


which has reeled off 44 straight decisions 
of its own, Is anchored by all-arounder 
Kevin Mneni who averaged 5.54 off a 4.2 
on free ex, 6.0 on side horse, 6.4 on high 
bar, 62 on parallel bare and a 4.9 on 
rings. 


Add to that the 6.3 gem by brother 


Danny Muenz on parallel bars, the 5.9 by 
Rick Obenniller on rings and the tramp 
team of Gregg Manning (5.6), Mike 
Kropp (5.4) and Dave Neukrich (5.0) and 
there's reason to believe Hlnsdale's 
stranglehold may find unwanted breath- 
ing room.

better know exactly what position your 
body is in, where the mats are and how

admitted that he never performed in a 
meet without winning some kind of 
award or medal, but he still gets a full 
charge out of teaching his kids new rou- 
tines.

Woman's church role widens 


• • 


The parson could be she

"Parson Brown" of song-lore has a 


now flrit name, and It's feminine. 


At United Methodist Church in Pala- 


tine, the "parson" to Rev. Ruth Wegncr, 
an attractive blonde who Is ono of a 
small but growing number of women or- 
dained In the ministry. 


Actually, women have been receiving 


ordination hi some church denominations 
— including Methodist and Presbyterian 
— since the 1950s. And, according to 


Rev. Wegncr, there were some women 
serving the church In official capacities 
as early as the 19th century. 


But the cultural phenomenon known as 


the women's movement has focused a 
spotlight on the church's policies toward 
women — still very restrictive in many 
places — and has begun to open up the 
ministry to women Uran unprecedented 
extent. 


By 1970, as many as 70 denominations 


had admitted women to the ministry. 


REV. RUTH WEGNER it the ordained 
associate pastor of United Methodist 
Church in Palatine. In her various 
roles 
as preacher, counselor 
and 


loader, Rev. Wognor has found most 
parishioners and colleagues "open 
and accepting" of her. 


In some denominations the question of 


ordination for women has been and re- 
mains a theological issue, with prohibi- 
tion based on a literal Interpretation of 
Biblical admonitions that women "keep 
silent In church." But In other churches, 
practice has followed sodal custom. 


"IT'S MORE A question of the woman 


herself," Rev. Wegner said of Methodist 
policy. A woman must ask herself — Just 
as a man must — whether she has the 
strength to carry out a career in the min- 
istry, Rev. Wegner said, adding that 
there is no particular theological opposi- 
tion to women in the Methodist Church. 


"A woman must also be very sure of 


her identity. This is true for a man, too, 
but since a woman is seen as different in 
the role, she needs to work on an under- 
standing of herself and to develop her 
identity." 


Ruth Wegner's own decision for the 


ministry grew naturally out of a religious 
background.- The granddaughter of a 
minister, she and her family, were active 
In their church in Glenvlew. 


"I was interested In religion academi- 


cally," says Rev. Wegner, "and I also 
was interested in working with people." 


And so, as a teenager, she "considered 


the ministry," but "I didn't know for 
sure when I started college." 


While a theology student at Garrett 


Seminary in Evanstdn, Ruth worked in a 
church in Glencoe, and "I considered the 
mlnistery seriously then." 


WHEN THE decision was made, her 


mother was "pleased" and her father 
"surprised," fout for the most part, Ruth 
says, her family has been "very suppor- 
tive." 


In the seminary she was "given equal 


treatment" by professors. She and her 
five female colleagues found their' male 
classmates generally accepting, although 
"some male students seemed threatened 
by the women." 


And in the practice of her profession, 


Rev. Wegncr finds that her colleagues 
"know me faster — I'm more visible," 
and sometimes there is a little friendly 
joking. On occasion, Rev. Wegner con- 
ceded, her situation is "difficult, because 
I'm on the spot," but at other times she 
feels "sort of special." 


In the end, though, it's the success of 


her work that counts. 


"It's more of a struggle for a woman 


than for a man (to succeed in the min- 
istry) because some church and lay 
people are resistant, but most are open 
to the idea," said Rev. Wegner. 


A member of.the Methodist church's 


Board of Education and chairwoman of 
the Institute on Racism, Rev. WegneT 
has varied duties within the Palatine 
parish. A major area of responsibility for 
her Is Christian Education, but she con- 
siders it important to be Involved in oth- 
er areas as well. She noted that "some 
people expect this (education) to be my 


role, and sometimes that's an imped- 
iment" 


AS ONE OF two associate pastors and 


a senior pastor serving the isoo-member 
congregation,, Rev. Wegner also takes 
part in preaching and counseling. Of the 
former she says, "I like the thought that 
goes into the preparation of a sermon, 
and also the preaching." 


But counseling has offered even more 


challenge, and she says, "I have found it 
rewarding." Noting that many psy- 
chologists are women, Rev. Wegner said 


• that nevertheless,. some 
parishioners 


"see woman differently from a male," 
and thus, "for some, the approach is eas- 
ier, but others have hangups." 


Most important for a successful min- 


istry, Rev. Wegner/ feels, is the coopera- 
tion of the ministerial staff, and she 
adds, her colleagues at United Methodist 
"relate as a team — there is a feeling of 
freedom." 


When she joined the staff at United 


• Methodist a year ago last November, 


Ruth Wegner brought to her new position 
experience gained serving Trinity Meth- 
odist Church on the south side of Chi- 
cago, as well as from a stint as a hospi- 
tal chaplain. 


A role similar to Ruth Wegner's is ful- 


filled by Elizabeth Noklas of Community 
Presbyterian Church In Mount Prospect 


ALTHOUGH NOT, ordained, Pastor 


Noklas is a full-time member of the min- 
. Isterial team at the church. A graduate 
of McCormick Theological Seminary in 
Chicago, Pastor Noklas participates in 
the total ministry of the church, which 
includes stewardship, outreach, Christian 
education, counseling, and worship. 


In terms of day-to-day work, this role 


Involves Pastor Noklas in working as a 
resource person with lay leaders, "teach- 
ing those who will teach." She also takes 
part in Sunday morning services, occa- 
sionally preaching sermons. 


The Presbyterian church began ordain- 


ing women in 1956, although only two 
women were sole pastors of congrega- 
tions as of November 1972. But a number 
of women, like Pastor Noklas, have tak- 
en full seminary training and have re- 
ceived commissions to serve in such ca- 
pacities as hers. 


The church felt remiss back before 


they allowed ordination of women, Pas- 
tor Noklas said, so the training and com- 
missioning of women grew out of the 
needs of the church. 


Although there have been women with 


training serving'as professionals. In the 
Presbyterian church for some time, Pas- 
tor Noklas said, "the church is still 
learning to accept women In leadership 
roles." 


RECALLING HER seminary days in 


the '50s, Pastor Noklas said she and her 
female counterparts studied the same 
basic courses as the men and side by 
side with them. But, she said, women 
who attended seminary in the '40s were 
not allowed on the campus. They were

MIAMI, Fla. — Just minutes from ur- 


ban Miami is an island that offers serene 
and exciting diversion from the city 
scene. 


Watson Island, located in Blscayne 


Bay between Miami and Miami Beach 
and spanned by the MacArthur Cause- 
way, is a small retreat within the city. 


A few steps from busy Flagler Street 


one can get a taste of the Orient, take a 
leisurely stroll, launch a boat or watch 
boat races. From Watson Island one can 
view the Miami area by blimp or heli- 
copter, go shark fishing, or even hop a 
seaplane to the Bahamas. 


Watson Park's Japanese Garden is an 


exact and Immaculately manicured repl- 
ica of an Oriental garden A huge stone 
statue of the smiling Hotel, the Japanese 
symbol of prosperity, greets the happy 
wanderer through twisting paths flanked 
by dwarf trees and Oriental blossoms. A 
small bridge over verdant pools leads to 
the teahouse, a 13 tier granite Pagoda 
and a 300-year-old latent. 


ADJACENT TO the Japanese Garden 


is tho Garden of the Americas. On this 
site the variety of shade trees were do- 
nated by different Latin American gov- 
ernments. 


The Miami Yacht Club, host of many 


sailboat regattas, and the Miami Out- 
board Club, active in powerboat racing 
are on the garden side of the island. Next 
to the outboard club there is a popular 
small boat launch ramp operated by the 
City of Miami. 


While one side of the island offers 


more earthy pleasures the other side of 
Watson Island is designed to sweep you 
off your feet.

On this side of Watson Island the fa- 


mous Goodyear blimp docks from No- 
vember to May. The airship Mayflower 


gives romantic half-hour cruises daily 
except Monday. Adults ride for $5 and 
children under 12 ride for $2.50. 


FOR THOSE WHO desire more aerial 


excitement the island, has daytime heli- 
copter rides. The helicopters, looking like 
swarming bees, will zip a couple over 
Miami and Miami Beach for $20, over 
Miami Beach for $15, and Over Miami 
for $10. 


WATSON ISLAND can also be a step- 


ping stone to the Bahamas and Carib- 
bean islands. Chalk's Flying Service runs 
a fleet of seaplanes that travel to Para- 
disc Island for $50 roundtrlp. You can 
find yourself in Bimlni for $32 roundtrlp 
or Cat Cay for $45. The Out Island Ex- 
-press departs several times daily to each 
place. 


For those more inclined to the ground, 


the new Port of Miami, costing $30 mil- 
lion, looms for half a mile across Gov- 
ernment Cut. From the shore of Watson 
Island visitors spend restful hours watch- 
ing cargo vessels and luxury cruise ships 
pull in and out of port. 


You can cast your line from the shore 


of Watson Island for some exciting fish- 
ing as grunt, grouper, and snapper 
abound in these bay waters. 


On Watson Island the activity is so di- 


verse and the serenity of the gardens so 


profound that it is hard to believe that 
just moments away are the pedestrian 
crowded sidewalks and noisy traffic of 
downtown Miami. 


Our itinerary was to. include Finland, 


Russia, India, Thailand, Hong Kong and 
Japan. 


After about six months of "boning up" 


for the trip, the big day arrived and we 
took off on a 747 for London where we 
changed planes for Helsinki. 


WE WALKED a lot in Helsinki and 


made friends with the fishermen at the 
waterfront. 


In Leningrad we wanted to go to King 


Peter's Palace outside the city. We 
found out that we could go by hyd rofoil 
— the way the Russians go. When we got 
there we were delighted with a fantastic 
display of fountains which are shut off in 
the afternoon when most of the tourists 
leave. 


In all the countries we visited we hired 


a private car and driver. But sometimes 
we could walk to interesting places — 
like hi Agra, India, where there was an 
interesting native quarter just a few 
steps from our hotel where cows were 
grazing and men were filling a pigskin 
with water from an ancient well. 


I almost lost my voice shouting at the 


ringside at the boxing matches in Thai- 
land, where the temples ore some of the 
most exotic I've ever seen. 


HONG KONG is one big department 


store. It's fun to walk through Wanchai, 
the oldest locality on the island. The high 
road around the peak on the island is 
really a lovers' lane in the evening. 


At the Hong Kong airport waiting for 


our flight to Japan, my husband spotted 
Mr. and Mrs. E. Ross, our good friends 
from Arlington Heights. 


In Kyoto we stayed four days at the 


Yoshikawa Inn where we lived in Japa- 
nese style — on the floor. While we were 
there, we got a call from MQdko, who is 
a friend of some Jewel customers of 
mine who had lived in Japan for three 
years. Yes, it truly is a small world.

Nixon budget features deficit cutback, no tax increase 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon has unveiled a $208.7 billion "com- 
mon sense" budget that included a sharp 
cutback In the federal deficit and a 
pledge of no tax Increases for two years 
if Congress follows his spending man- 
dates. 


The budget for (ho 1074 fiscal year be- 


ginning July l cut deeply Into "New 
Frontier" and "Great Soo'ny" programs 
of the past two Democratic adminis- 
trations, and abolished the Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity, spearhead of the gov- 
ernment's antlpovcrty effort. 


'Must control 
U. S. spending,' 
President says 


WASHINGTON - Hero Is what Presl- 


dent Nixon had to say In his budget mes- 
sage today about his effort to avert a tax 
increase: 


"The American people as a whole . .. 


will consent to tho expenditure of their 
tax dollars as long as Individual In- 
centive Is not sapped by on ever-Increas- 
ing percentage of earnings taken for 
taxes... 


"Higher federal tax rates ore not 


needed now or In the years ahead to as- 
sure adequate resources for properly re- 
sponsive government — If the business of 
government Is managed well... 


"The surest way to avoid Inflation or 


higher taxes or both Is for the Congress 
to join mo In a concerted effort to control 
federal spending. I 'therefore propose 
that before tho Congress approves any 
spending bill, it establish a rigid celling 
on spending, limiting total 1974 outlays to 
the $268.7 billion recommended In this 
budget. 


"I do not believe the American people 


want higher taxes any more than they 
want Inflation. I am proposing to avoid 
both higher taxes and Inflation by hold- 
Ing spending In 1074 and 107S to no more 
than revenues would bo at full employ- 
ment. 


". . . If we stay within the 1074 and 


1073 estimated outlays presented in this 
budget, wo will prevent a tax Increase." 


There also were major cutbacks for 


farm programs and housing, a modest 
Increase for defense and the first In- 
crease in space flight spending in seven 
years. 


In addition, the President urged a leg- 


islative spending ceiling at $268.7 billion, 
and sold If Congress violated his budget 
guidelines, it could cause renewed in- 
flation, higher taxes — or both. Congress 
refused to Impose a similar spending 
curb last year. 


NIXON estimated that the government 


would spend $12.7 billion more than it 
collects In the coming fiscal year. This is 
about half the projected $24.8 billion defi- 
cit for fiscal 1073 which Nixon defended a 
year ago as "strong but necessary medi- 
cine" to stimulate a sluggish economy. 


But tho economy Is booming now, and 


tho President's problem is to avoid a 
new round of higher prices kicked off by 
a heavy dose of federal spending. 


With a finger pointed squarely at Capi- 


tol Hill, Nixon said: "I will do everything 
In my power to avert the need for a tax 
Increase, but I cannot do It alone. The 
cooperation of the Congress in con- 
trolling spending Is absolutely essential." 


"I do not believe the American people 


want higher taxes any more than they 
want inflation," Nixon said. "I am propo- 
sing to avoid both higher taxes and in- 
flation by holding spending in 1974 and 
1975 to no more than revenues would be 
at full employment" 


His budget drew a mixed reception. 


Sen. William Proxmlrc, D-Wls., general- 
ly a critic of administration economic 
policies said It was still too big. He said 
Congress should lop $3 billion to $4 billion 
from tho total "and reorder priorities at 
the same time." 


PAUL McCRACKEN. a former chair- 


man of Nixon's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, said tho budget was "one of the 
best fiscal plans In the last quarter of a 
century" and would save the average 
family $200 In higher taxes by holding 
down spending. 


Milton Friedman of the University of 


Chicago, a leading conservative econo- 
mist, said tho new budget means about 
40 per cent of all national income Is swal- 
lowed up by federal, state or local gov- 
ernment.

'Hold-the-line' budget 
asked for education 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Nixon asked Congress yesterday to ap- 
prove a hold-the-IInc education budget 
that would cut many programs and dis- 
member the elementary and secondary 
education act approved under President 
Lyndon B. Johnson In 1965. 


Although he gave no details, Nixon also 


told Congress ho would propose legisla- 
tion later that would give parents a tax 
deduction for some of the costs of send- 
ing their children to non-public schools. 


Nixon proposed a $5.2 billion education 


budget for tho fiscal year starting July 1. 
This contrasted with a $6.1 billion for the 
current fiscal year. But Nixon, In pre- 
senting his new proposal, asked that a 
$3.4 billion ceiling be placed on fiscal 
19731 pending.

In 
the speech, he prodded the public to prod 
Congress to cooperate with him. 


"IF WE ARE going to keep taxes and 


prices down, the Congress must keep 
spending down," Nixon said. 


"Every member of Congress gets 


enormous pressure from special interests 
to spend your money for what they 
want," Nixon said. "And so I ask you to 
back up those congressmen and those 
senators ... who have the courage to 
vote against higher spending. They hear 
from the special interests; let them hear 
from you. 


"It is time to get big government off 


•your back and out of your pocketbook," 


he said. 


Nixon said he was determined to elimi- 


nate programs he said were not worth 
the cost. "The time has come to get rid 
of old programs that have outlived their 
time, or that have failed," he said in the 
broadcast. 
"... In the next few days, you will 


hear about some very sharp reductions 
in some very familiar programs. Some 
have been regarded as sacred cows in 
the past No matter what their real val- 
ue, no one has dared to touch them." 


JOHNSON'S WAR on poverty was not 


the only program in the area of human 
resources to feel the President's knife of 
austerity. Other casualties included: . 


•Nixon's own program for a $2,400 as- 


sistance stipend for families below the 
poverty level. 


•The "Depressed Areas" programs be- 


gun in the first days of the Kennedy ad- 
ministration. 


•Funds for public libraries. 
•Regional medical facilities and local 


mental health programs. 


•No new funds for the National De- 


fense Education Act, the college student 
loan program begun under the adminis- 
tration of Nixon's political mentor, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


•The Public Service Employment pro- 


gram, begun near the end of Nixon's 


Housing funds to take

ing schools, once a two-year $1.5 billion 
presidential priority, would be reduced to 
actual spending of only $261,745 over fis- 
cal 1973 and 1074 combined.

Johnson's landmark school bill, which 


recognized the special classroom needs 
for poor children for the first time, would 
be drastically overhauled. 


The Johnson bill's $1.5 billion in aid to 


educationally deprived children would be 
transferred to a proposed $2.5 billion edu- 
cation revenue sharing package consoli- 
dating more than 30 grants into a single 
grant, effective July 1. Congress failed to . 
enact similar legislation last year. 


The act's aid to strengthen state de- 


partments of education, for elementary 
and high school libraries, for nutrition 
and health services for children from 
low-Income families, and for sex educa- 
tion are eliminated by the new budget 


Dropout prevention aid Is reduced 


from $8.5 million to $4 million. 


A PROGRAM to see how well pre- 


school Head Start children do hi regular 
classrooms would be phased out gradu- 
ally beginning July 1 and completed by 
1978. 


Drug abuse education for teachers and 


school children is reduced from $12.4 mil- 
lion this year to $3 million In 1974. 


On the college level; the administration ' 


proposed new funds totaling $622 million 
this year and $959 next year to imple- 
ment a major reform of student aid ap-. 
proved by Congress last year. Tho new 
program'qualifies needy students to a 
basic grant of $1,400 a year less the 
amount their families can be expected to 
contribute.

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WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Nixon proposed a budget Monday that 
would nearly halt direct federal pay- 
ments to housing and community devel- 
opment, but would funnel federal funds 
to state and local governments for the 
same purpose. 


In his budget message to Congress for 


the fiscal year starting July 1, Nixon 
said: "Federal direct housing subsidy 
programs have been plagued with prob- 
lems since they were initiated, even 
though enormous financial resources 
have been committed to them." 


"A more effective approach must be 


developed. In the meantime, additional 
tax dollars cannot be committed to these 
programs which impose a heavy burden 
on future budgets, yet have proved to be 
Ineffective." 


NIXON already has stopped the out- 


flow of money for most housing subsidy 
and community development programs. 
Yet, he said, budget outlays for housing 
in fiscal 1974 will total $4.9 billion, a $1 
billion Increase over 1973 — largely be- 
cause of commitments made hi prior 
years. 


No new commitments will be made in 


several housing programs, he said, and 
the federal government instead will en- 
courage the private housing industry and 
state and local governments to take up 
the slack. 


Nixon said aid programs for low and 


moderate housing had benefited a "fortu- 
nate few" and provided "inordinate fi- 
nancial gains" for middlemen in the 
housing and financial communities. 


HE SAID no further commitments 


would be made under low-rent public 
housing, rent supplements, home own- 
ership assistance and rental housing as- 
sistance programs.. 


Nixon said the Department of Housing 


and Urban Development Would not ap- 
prove any new projects under seven 
community development programs: ur- 
ban renewal, model cities, rehabilitation 
loans, neighborhood facilities grants, 
basic water and sewer grants, public fa- 
cilities loans and open space grants. 


As present commitments to these pro- 


grams decline, the slack would be taken 
up by urban special revenue sharing, $2.3 
billion the first year. 


first term under heavy pressure from the 
Democratic Congress. 


Nixon continued the current freeze on 


home purchase subsidies for the poor 
and on aid for new sewage and other wa- 
ter quality projects in his proposed budg- 
et. He sharply curtailed food programs 
for the poor and the elderly, and said he 
would penalize states that mistakenly 
pay out any federal welfare funds to in- 
eligible persons. 


PERHAPS EXPECTING an outcry 


from Congress on these cutbacks and 
program cancellations, Nixon used firm 
language. "There Is ... no room for the 
postponement of the reductions and ter- 
minations proposed in this budget." 


Nixon also abolished the White House 


consumer affairs and science and tech- 
nology offices, and cut back the staff of 
other executive office departments. 


The administration claimed these cut- 


backs, plus other economies and spend- 
ing deferrals, will keep spending in the 
current fiscal year ending June 30 at 
$249.8 billion, just under the President's 
highly publicized $250 billion goal.

Nixon also laid down a detailed budget 


proposal for fiscal 1975, two years ahead, 
with spending of $288 billion. The figures 
were not final but served as "a warning 
and a challenge" to those who would tin- 
ker with the Republicans' long range 
budget strategy. 


The biggest slice of the budget pie, 


$126 billion or 47 per cent, is earmarked 
for "humanx resources" programs, such 
as education, health and Social Security. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE, which just 


three years ago claimed the largest 
share of the budget, gets $81 billion or 30 
per cent. The 6 per cent boost included 
no new weapons programs and was al- 
most entirely due to Inflation and higher 
payroll costs of manning the coming all 
volunteer army. 


Nevertheless, the military budget "as- 


sures us of sufficient strength to pre- 
serve our security and to continue as a 
major force for peace," Nixon said. 


Even without funds for manned explor- 


ation of the moon, Nixon requested $3.1 
billion for space programs, a $74 million 
increase over 1973. The Skylab Earth — 
orbiting laboratory, a U.S. Soviet linkup 
in Earth orbit, and two unmanned flights 
to Mars were major items. 


Crop support, agricultural research, 


rural housing and conservation programs 
all were trimmed. Funds for good to 
school children and old folks will level 
off after four years of big increases. 


Although the federal deficit is expected 


to shrink in 1974, the figures indicate the 
government will have run $84-billion in 
the red under Nixon's first four budgets.

Dear Reader — Your doctors have 


done more than you think. If yon had an 
over-active thyroid your heart rate would 
usually be high. By simply looking* at 
your skin, hair, and physical appear- 
ance, they have learned a great deal 
about the possibility of abnormal thyroid 
function,

Even so, you would probably like to 


have a check on your glands (endocrine) 
and for this you need to see an end- 
ocrinologist Ask your county medical 
society for the name of one or make a*- 


• rangements to see one through the medi- 


cine department of your nearest univer- 
sity medical center. 


The weight problem doesn't mean so 


much by itself but combined with your 
'fatigue it deserves careful evaluation. • 
There ore many illnesses that can cause 
' underweight Years ago tuberculosis was 
an Important consideration. Glandular 
1 problems, thyroid and others, can be a 
factor i or it can be more of a familial 
characteristic. Medical disorders can re- 


sult in the body using more calories than 
you eat and hence weight loss occurs if 
you don't eat a lot. 


If you really have no apparent medical 


problem, you need to eat a diet which 
contains more calories per volume, this 
includes more sweets, more fats, and 
less roughage, and at frequent intervals. 


EXERCISE that Involves weight lifting 


will help to Increase muscle mass. Ex- 
cess calories will help to build fat stores. 
You may think you already get enough 
exercise, particularly with the children. 
But often much of modern housework 
does not involve weight lifting of the kind 
needed to build muscle mass. It is more 
straining than training. Fat deposits and 
muscle mass are the main factors affect- 
ing weight In a mature person. 


First, you need to know that you don't 


.have an underlying medical problem — 
such.as diabetes, tuberculosis, chronic 
infection, or glandular problem. Then 
you need a review of your nutrition to 
see how many calories you are really 
getting before deciding on a course of 
action.

Deficit: Nixon forecasts a deficit on

Revenue sources: Of each dollar of

Nixon prunes 
farm budget 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 'President 


Nixon yesterday sent Congress a tightly 
pruned $9.6 billion farm budget based on 
the theory that farmers should get more 
income from the market place and less 
from Washington. 


Nixon sold the administration hoped to 


use fanners' extraordinary productivity 
and new opportunities in world markets 
to maintain high farm income while 
keeping consumer food prices at reason- 
able levels. 


The proposed budget for fiscal 1974 is 


studded with cuts in farm and rural pro- 
grams — crop supports, agricultural re-' 
search, rural housing, extension, con- 
servation and forestry. 


It also Includes $310 million for new 


loans for rural community facilities and 
for attracting new Industry to small 
towns as port of a new rural devel- 
opment program. 


THE LOANS WOULD be made with 


private capital, Insured by the govern- 
ment, however, and involve little federal 
cost 


The $9.6 billion spending request for 


' fiscal 1974, beginning July 1, is about 
'$500 million below the $10.1 billion which 
Agriculture Department budget officers 
estimate will have been spent in the year 
ending June 30. 


Planned direct subsidiary payments 


were estimated at about $2.7 billion for 
the new year compared with $3.9 billion 
this year. • 


Nearly half of the Agriculture Depart- 


ment budget spending — about $4.1 bil- 
lion — is earmarked for food programs 
for school children and needy families. 
There was no overall cut in this spending • 
total and budget officials said there 
would be Increases in another consumer- 
oriented field, meat and poultry in- 
spection.

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Churches Incorporating 
New Wedding Practices 


by BEVERLY DEIIRENS 


Traditional wedding practices have un- 


dergone significant changes In recent 
years. Former wedding rites and church 
laws have, In many instances, been al- 
tered. New ones have been Incorporated 
that are in better keeping with the cur- 
rent attitudes of modern American 
society. 


The number of Inter-denominational 


marriages taking place today is at an all 
lime high. It Is estimated that In 50 per 
cent of the marriages performed today, 
the bride and groom arc of different 
faiths. Of tho 100 marriages performed 
last year at St. Raymond's Catholic 
Church, In Mount Prospect, 45 of then* 
were Inter-denominational, according to 
Fattier Kicpura, one of St. Raymond's 
priests. 


"In marriages of mixed faiths there Is 


n certain amount of discomfort felt by 
the persons who are not a part of that 
church," ho said. For tills reason, It is 
not uncommon to have representatives 
from both faiths officiating over the wed- 
ding. 


"Having pastors from both faiths share 


In tho wedding ceremonial rites helps to 
make everyone feel moro comfortable," 
Father Kicpura said. 


In keeping with this, tho Catholic 


Church now recognizes tho marriages of 
its church members who choose to mar- 
ry in a church of a different faith. 


Sunday weddings arc becoming moro 


popular. "Two years ago they were non- 
existent," Father Kicpura said. Although 
not as frequent, evening and week-day 
weddings arc now being performed as 
well. 


Until recently tho wedding ceremony 


rites wcro strict and rigid — traditional 
In every sense of tho word. Tho engaged 
couple had a limited selection of prayers, 


scripture readings, vows, and blessings 
from which to choose. Within the last two 
years, many options have become avail- 
able as to tho readings, prayers and ac- 
tions the wedding couple might like to 
use In their wedding ceremony. 


Couples ore now allowed to write their 


own vows. "Often the couplo that feels 
creative and literary choose to write 
their own wedding vows," Father Klep- 
ura said. These vows should be written 
well in advance of the wedding, before 
tho last minute wedding pressures begin. 


The various readings are no longer 


performed solely by church officials. 
Many times a member of the bridal par- 
ty or a close relative will conduct a read- 
ing. 


The selection of music has also grown 


moro flexible. The traditional wedding 
songs of yesterday arc giving way to 
more current and popular tunes. "The 
selected songs should at least relate 
roughly to marriage and suit the mood of 
tho occasion," Father Kicpura said. 


Songs by The Carpenters, such as 


"Wo'vo Only Just Begun" and Paid 
Stookcy's "Wedding Song" are common- 
ly heard at weddings today. Tho guitar, 
which lends itself well to many of these 
songs, is now often taking the place of 
tho traditional church organ. 


According to Father Kiepura, the key 


word for modern marriage rites is flexi- 
bility. The innovations that have arisen 
within the wedding ceremony "make the 
wedding more personally meaningful to 
the Individuals involved." Before, the 
bride and groom were primarily ex- 
ternally involved with tho wedding, se- 
lecting Invitations, gowns, etc. "Planning 
their own ceremony creates an internal 
involvement as well," Father Kicpura 
said. "The wedding becomes more in* 
timatcly a part of the person."

Lack of money causes problems 
Residents say White Pine 
plans a threat to children 


by JILL DETTNEIl 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board Is 


being faced with the task of putting a 
price tag on the safety qf children who 
might be tempted to play near the White 
Pino Ditch. 


Several village residents have criti- 


cized plans for a joint Improvement proj- 
ect planned by the village board and the 
park district to make the area usable for 
recreation. The plans call for the high 
banks of the ditch west of White Pino 
Drive to be graded down somewhat, but 
because of high costs, the slope will be 
reduced only slightly. 


Village Mgr. Dan Larson said the ex- 


tent of the grading that will be done in 
the area depends on the funds allocated 
for tho project In next year's budget. 
Larson said tho board Is scheduled to re- 
view the budget the first week In April. 


"I WILL admit the banks arc high - 


very steep — and all I can say now Is 
that wo plan to slope them back so that 
they're not as abrupt as they are now," 
Larson said. 


Larson said his preference would be to 


terrace the west bank of the ditch and 
use tho dirt to fill in the badly eroded 


cast side of the ditch. However, Village 
Eng. Arnold Scnberg has said he does 
not feel terracing is the solution to the 
problem. 


Last summer, a young girl suffered 


severe injuries while playing near the 
ditch. Although the accident was not 
caused by the high banks, residents in 
the area have expressed the fear that the 
attraction of the proposed park and na- 
ture preserve would draw children to the 
potentially dangerous area. 


Park district officials said last Thurs- 


day that It Is the responsibility of the 
village, as the owner of the property, to 
do whatever work Is necessary to make 
the area a safe place to play. However, 
after the improvements are made, the 
park district is scheduled to cither lease 
the land from tho village or receive the 
deed to tho property. 


"THE AMOUNT of work we do will 


depend on what funds are available," 
Larson said. "We appreciate the $2,500 
contributed by the park district, but It • 
won't go very far." 


Larson said ho has already consulted 


the Illinois Department of Conservation 
about obtaining state or federal funds for 
tho project, but apparently no money is

munity colleges are lax in admissions 
standards, have high operating costs, 
provide inadequate, job training pro- 
grams and fall to prepare students for 
transfer to universities. The commission 
was created by the Illinois General As- 
sembly last, year to Investigate in- 
efficiencies in state institutions.. 


Since the report was made public two 


weeks ago, community college adminis- 
trators across the state have been refut- 
ing the state agency's findings....

The report^presented a "deliberately 


simple-minded view" and made "super- 
ficial comparisons" between community 
colleges in Illinois, said Koehnline.

ly, "it would be clear to any reader that 
community colleges are much more eco- 
nomical and efficient than senior, col- 
leges," said Koehnline. 


"Much of this report is based on gar- 


bled information," said Koehnline. For 
instance, a table included in the report 
showed that Oakton was 168 per cent in 
error In predicting enrollments for fall 
1972. Enrollment projections were given 
to the state agency in the fall of 1971, 
said' Koehnline, and the adult education 
program in the district was created a 
few months later. When the commission 
checked the accuracy of Oakton's projec- 
tion, they included about 5,000 adult edu- 
cation students enrolled in college credit 
courses. - 


THE REPORT also indicates that op- 


erating costs at Oakton Community Col- 
lege are much higher than costs at other 
junior colleges. In many programs costs 
arc twice as high at Oakton as com- 
parable programs hi other junior col- 
leges. What the table of comparisons 
fails to indicate is that Oakton; unlike 
most junior colleges, operates in rented 
facilities because the school does not 
have a permanent campus. 


During the 1970-71 school year, Oak- 


ton's first year of operation, rent-ac- 
counted for about 14 per cent of the 
school's operating costs, $11.51 per credit 
hour. When enrollment increased the 
following year, rental costs went down to 
$3.25 per credit hour and operating .costs 
fell more in line with the state average.

Persons wondering what to do with 


their POW-MIA bracelet arc advised to 
"sit tight for now," according to Richard 
Rchncr, coordinator of the Northwest 
Chicago Suburban Chapter of The For- 
gotten Americans. 


"Hang onto the bracelets until most of 


the prisoners have returned," said the 
18-year-old Hoffman Estates resident. 
Once most of the prisoners and those 
missing are home or accounted for per- 
sons wearing the bracelets should write 


to Voices In Vital America (VIVA) for 
confirmation of their POW's or MIA's 
status, he added. 


VIVA'S headquarters is at 10966 Le- 


contc Ave., Los Angeles, Calif., 90024. 


"Some families of the prisoners of war 


and missing in action have requested the 
bracelets be sent to them as a remem- 
brance of how they served and how they 
.were remembered by the American citi- 
zens. 


"But, before sending the bracelets con- 


tact me," Rehner said. He added he will 
advise bracelet bearers where and how 
to best forward the mementos. 


Inquiries should be sent in his care to 


The Northwest Chicago Suburban Chap- 
ter of The Forgotten Americans, 414 Dix- 
on Dr., Hoffman Estates, 111., 60172. 


The.waiting period is advised, he said, 


because both he and VIVA's California 
office are being flooded with calls and 


letters about the bracelets and nothing 
can be done to respond to the inquiries 
until most of POWs and MIAs are ac- 
counted for. 


He reminds local residents that the is- 


sue of POWs and MIAs will not be closed 
until all the returns and accountings are 
made. Pins, bumper stickers and written 
materials still are available by writing to 
the local chapter's Hoffman Estates ad- 
dress. 


Seminar seeks answers to problems of youth 


More than 100 representatives of area 


police departments, school districts and 
youth service agencies attended a region- 
al seminar yesterday to seek improved 
methods of cooperation and coordination 
in dealing with youth needs' and. prob- 
lems. 


The seminar was sponsored by the 


Cook County Sheriff's Youth Services Di- 
vision. It was held at the Schaumburg 
Park District's Melnckc Community Cen- 
ter, 20 E. Woathcrsfield Way. 


Before the group was divided into 


"workshop" discussion teams, Douglas 
Anderson, supervisor of the Community 
Resources Department of the Cook Coun- 
ty Juvenile Court, outlined now proce- 
dures in juvenile jurisdiction recently in- 
stituted through the new Unified Code of 
Corrections. 


Anderson said because of the new 


procedures, new avenues of rehabilita- 
tion arc available for youthful offenders 
within their own communities. He said 
the existence and effectiveness of youth 
counseling and rehabilitation agencies 
can have great bearing on how a juvenile 
case Is handled In the courts. 


ANDERSON SAID, for example, if the 


court finds effective service agencies op- 
erating in the community of a youthful 
offender, he can be placed on probation 
— reporting to that agency — rather 
than being sent to the Audy Home. An- 
derson said during such a probation the 
judge can "continue" the case through 
the probation period, and the juvenile 
may avoid carrying a criminal record. 


A similar rehabilitation system could 


work in the case of a juvenile convicted 
of a crime, ho said. The youth could be 
paroled back to his home community, re- 
porting to a service agency or volunteer 
and avoid several months of detention 
following trial. 


Because of those procedures and sev- 


eral other changes in the unified code, 
Anderson said, communities can'aid in 
providing better 
rehabilitation tech- 


niques, thereby addressing prevention of 
youth crime and problems rather than 
cure alone. 


"We have the code. What we need now 


arc unified agencies which will work in a 
coordinated 
effort," 
Anderson 
said. 


"That Is the only way to convince the 
young we have a fair and adequate sys- 
tem and that we arc truly interested in 
their welfare." 


Following Anderson's remarks, the 


group was divided into four workshop 
discussions on the state juvenile law and 
• its implications for "the interacting roles 
of youth-serving agencies." 


•DISCUSSION TOPICS for the after- 
noon workshop sessions included: "In- 
volving youth in the creation and oper- 
ation of youth programs," "The prob- 
lems of youth in fast growing suburbia," 
and "alternatives to present state youth • 
detention and rehabilitation centers." 


James I. Gottrelch, director of the 


sheriff's Youth Services Division, said 
the Northwest suburban area enjoys a 
substantial number of youth serving 
agencies. "What is needed now," he said,' 
"is to get them all working together — to 
know what Is available and to make use 
of them all." 


The seminar yesterday was for police, 


school, park and youth service represen- 
tatives from Arlington Heights, Barring- 
ton, Harrington Hills, Bartlctt, Hanover 
Park, Hoffman Estates, Inverness, Pala- 
tine, Rolling Meadows, Roscllc, Schaum- 
burg, South Harrington and Strcnrmvood. 


It was the fifth such seminar in a 


scries planned by the sheriffs depart- 
ment. Gottrelch said a similar seminar 
for communities including DCS Plnines, 
M o u n t Prospect, Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove and Elk Grove Village is expected 
to be held sometime this month.

Review of '73 racing schedule asked 


by KURT BAER 


Illinois Racing Board Chairman Antho- 


ny Scariano said yesterday he will ask. 
for a rehearing on the 1973 racing sched- 
ule regardless'of the outcome of a court 
challenge of the dates brought by the Illi- 
nois Attorney General and Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


Any review of the 1973 schedule is al- 


most certain to affect racing dates at Ar- 
lington Park Race Track, which is now- 
scheduled to open the Chicago thorough- 
bred season April 19. 


Scariano said if 1973 dates arc not re- 


manded to the racing board by Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge Robert J. 
Downing, he will ask, for a new hearing 
based on testimony by William Miller 
during the race track stock bribery trial. . 


Judge Downing is expected to rule to- 


morrow on the suits which seek to tako 
away dates awarded to racing associ- 
ations controlled by Miller, who is under 
fedora! indictment along with former 
Gov. Otto Kcrner. 


THE RACING board will meet again 


Thursday to consider Judge Downing's 
ruling, and if necessary, petition for a 
rehearing. 


Bernard Gcnls, assistant Illinois attor- 


ney general, told the racing board the 
solo basis for the awarding of racing 
dates is the maximization of revenue for 
the state. He said he did not believe the 
present racing schedule conforms to this 
goal. 


Genls said he would prefer to see three 


thoroughbred associations with 60-day 


racing seasons, the maximum allowed by 
law, rather than six associations with 30 
days each. 


Longer racing meets generally mean a 


'.bigger betting handle which puts the 


track into higher tax brackets. 


TO MAXIMIZE revenue Gcnls, in his 


suit, has asked that Miller's associations 
be barred from receiving any racing 
dates. Miller controls two racing associ- 
ations. 


"We don't want to kill the goose that's 


laying the golden eggs, but we want to 
squeeze it for all we can get," Gcnls told 
the board. 


He noted that every racing association, 


including Arlington and Washington 
parks, have applied for 60-day meets. 


Scariano, chairing the first meeting of 


the newly constituted Illinois Racing 
Board, said that in his opinion Miller's, 
testimony in the Kcrner trial amounts to 
"new, different and sufficient grounds 
for a rehearing at which time Miller 
would have to show cause why his dates 
should not be revoked." 


"HE (MILLER) has admitted in open 


court to every high crime in the 60-page 
indictment against him. He's admitted 
lying to the racing board and mis- 
representing his interest in .racing associ- 
ations," Scariano said. 


The new board chairman said he did 


not want to prcguess Judge Downing's 
decision, but that he personally felt 
strongly that the dates questioned should 
be. reheard. 


Besides the attorney general's suit, Ar- 


lington Park also has a request before 
Judge Downing for review of the 1973 
racing schedule. The track is also re- 
questing that it be given two licenses 
rather than one for its Arlington Park 
and Washington Park meets. With two 
licenses the track would be able to divide 
its betting handle and avoid the highest 
tax brackets. 


The state is currently attempting to 


collect over $5 million in back taxes from 
Arlington Park because the race track 
operated with two separate licenses from 
1966 to 1971. 


THE ATTORNEY general contends Ar- 


lington Park saved $750,000.a year in 
taxes under the dual licensing. The case 
is now before the Illinois Supreme Court. 


"You won't find a single decision by 


any Illinois Supreme Court stating any- 
. thing other than the only reason for rac- 
ing is revenue to the State of Illinois," 
Gcnis told the board. . 


He said the only thing his office put 


above revenue considerations was the in-. 
tegrity of the people given racing licens- 
es. 


Board member Raymond Frceark, an 


attorney and Illinois horse breeder, said 
he thought the board had to look at long 
as well as short range revenue projec- 
tions. Freeark said he was aware of the 
general decline in the quality of Chicago- 
area horse racing, a deterioriation he re- 
lated to the purses, paid owners and 
trainers. 


"THERE HAS BEEN less than a four 


per cent increase in purses over the past 


five years, while the cost of living has 
gone up 25 per cent in that time," 
Freeark said. 


"The decline of racing in Chicago is 


directly related to purses, that is irrefu- 
table," he said. 


Recently a Florida trainer told the 


Herald he wouldn't race in Illinois any- 
more because racing schedules, like the 
one for 1373, have "destroyed racing in 
Illinois." 


When the board reconvenes Thursday 


it will either begin its reconsideration of 
the 1073 schedule if that is Judge Down- 
ing's order, or will consider Scariano's 
proposal far a new hearing based on 
Miller's court testimony. 


Either way a change • in Arlington 


Park's racing schedule appears likely.

.excellent transfer program was criticized 
for not providing enough vocational pro- 
grams, said Koehnline, and a school with 
good vocational programs was accused 
of ignoring its transfer students. "You 
can't win," he said. 
. OAKTON WAS ranked below state av-. 
erages in vocational programs but 
Koehnline explained that the school does 
not have the facilities for many job-train- 
ing programs in temporary quarters but 
'does plan more vocational programs in 
the future. The state report did show that 
Oakton provides programs in some of the 
most needed job markets in the state.

The start of Operation Identification, a 


police program designed to discouragd 
burglars, has been delayed In Elk Grove 
Village by supply problems incurred In 
the Joint purchasing of materials through 
the Illinois Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion. 


The program involves marking a per- 


manent identification number on valu- 
able household Items. Engraving pens, 
which work on steel, glass, plastic, wood 
and almost any other kind of hard sur- 
face, are made available for residents' 
use. The objects are normally marked 
with a drivers' license number, Social 
Security number, auto license number or 
street address..

Seminar seeks to ease youth woes 


More than 100 representatives of area 


police departments, school districts and 
youth service agencies attended a region- 
al seminar yesterday to seek Improved 
methods of cooperation and coordination 
In dealing with youth needs and prob- 
lems. 


The seminar was sponsored by the 


Cook County Sheriff's Youth Services Di- 
vision. It was held at the Schaumburg 
Park District's Meinekc Community Cen- 
ter, 20 E. Weathersfleld Way. 


Before the group was divided into 


"workshop" discussion teams, Douglas 
Anderson, supervisor of the Community 
Resources Department of the Cook Coun- 
ty Juvenile Court, outlined new proce- 
dures in juvenile jurisdiction recently in- 
stituted through the new Unified Code of 
Corrections. 


Anderson said because of the 'new 


procedures, new avenues of rehabllita- 


. tion are available for youthful offenders 
within their own communities. He said 
the existence and effectiveness of youth 
counseling and rehabilitation agencies 
can have great bearing on how a juvenile 
case Is handled in the courts. 


ANDERSON SAID, for example, if the 


court finds effective service agencies op- 
erating in the community of a youthful 
offender, he can be placed on probation 
— reporting to that agency — rather 
than being sent to the Audy Home. An- 
derson said during such a probation the 
judge con "continue" the case through 
the probation period, and the juvenile 
may avoid carrying a criminal record. 


A similar rehabilitation system could 


work in the case of a juvenile convicted 
of'a crime, ho said. The youth could be 
paroled back to his home community, re- 
porting to a service agency or volunteer 


and avoid several months of detention 
Mowing trial.

Because of those procedures and sev- 


eral other changes in the unified code, 
Anderson said, communities can aid in 
providing better rehabilitation

niques, thereby addressing prevention of 
youth crime and problems rather than 
cure alone.

effort,"

"That is the only way to convince the 
young we have a fair and adequate sys- 
tem and that we are truly interested in 
their welfare."

confirmation of their POW's or MIA's 
status, he added. 


VIVA'S headquarters is at 10966 Le- 


conte Ave., Los Angeles, Calif., 90024. 


"Some families of the prisoners of war 


and missing in action have requested the 
bracelets be sent to them as a remem- 
brance of how they served and how they 
were remembered by the American citi- 
zens. 


"But, before sending the bracelets con- 


tact me," Rchner said. He added he will 
advise bracelet bearers where and how 
to best forward the mementos.

Full fire and ambulance protection for 


the Elk Grove Mobile Home Park has 
been restored by Elk Grove Village. • 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis said pro- 


tection was provided as of 3:15 p.m. yes- 
terday, the time when owners of the 
park, with their attorney, began ncgoti- 
tlations for fire service with the village. 


Willis said the attorney for the owners 


will draw up a written proposal for fire 
protection to be submitted to the village 
board for consideration. The proposal is 
expect "in a couple days," said Willis, 
and should be presented to the board at 
Its meeting Feb. 6. • 


Willis refused to say what fee will be 


charged for the fire protection to the 
park, but said the fee will be part of the 
written proposal. 


UNTIL JAN. 3 the village had provided 


full fire and ambulance protection for the 
park, located at 941 W. Higgles Rd. near 
the Ned Brown Forest Preserve In unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. The 


protection was provided in exchange for 
the village having use of a mobile home. 
The trailer was used to house the Com- 
munity Service Listening. Post Hotline 
next to the Landmeler Road fire station. 


When the former owner of the park 


died, the new owners could not reach an 
agreement with the village for continued 
use of the trailer in exchange for fire' 
protection. The trailer was removed 
and the village said it would only provide 
emergency evacuation service unless an 
$84-a-year fee per trailer was paid. 


At the Jan. 23 board meeting, trustees 


gave Willis and .Village Pres. -Charles 
Zettek the power to negotiate the cost of 
fire protection. For other unincorporated 
areas, the vilkge reduced the cost of fire 
protection to $42 a year. ' 


During the four weeks the trailer park 


was without fire protection, there were 
no emergency fire calls. But 2tt hours 
before the village ended protection on 
Jan. 3, a trailer was destroyed by fire at 
a loss of $5,000.

"You won't find a single decision by 


any Illinois Supreme Court stating any- 
thing other than the only reason for rac- 
ing is revenue to the State of Illinois,"

Board member Raymond Freeark, an

Before the group was divided into 


"workshop" discussion teams,. Douglas 
Anderson, supervisor of the Community 
Resources Department of the Cook Coun- 
ty Juvenile Court, outlined new proce- 
dures in juvenile jurisdiction recently in- 
stituted through the new Unified Code of 
Corrections. 


Anderson said because of the new 


procedures, new avenues of rehabilita- 
tion are available for youthful offenders 
within their own communities. He said 
the existence and effectiveness of youth 
counseling and rehabilitation agencies 
can have great bearing on how a juvenile 
case is handled in the courts. 


ANDERSON SAID, for example, if the 


court finds effective service agencies op- 
erating in the community of a youthful 
offender, he can be placed on probation 
— reporting to that agency — rather 
than being sent to the Audy Home. An- 
derson said during such a probation the 
judge can "continue" the case through 
the probation period, and the juvenile 
may avoid carrying a criminal record. 


A similar rehabilitation system could 


work in the case of a juvenile convicted 
of a crime, he said. The youth could be 
paroled back to his home community, re- 
porting to a service agency or volunteer 
and avoid several months of detention 
following trial.

Illinois Racing Board Chairman Antho- 


ny Scarlano said yesterday he will ask 
for a rehearing on the 1973 racing sched- 
ule regardless of the outcome of a court 
challenge of the dates brought by the Illi- 
nois Attorney General and Arlington 
Pork Race Track. 


Any review of the 1973 schedule Is al- 


most certain to affect racing dates at Ar- 
lington Park Race Track, which is now 
scheduled to open the Chicago thorough- 
bred season April 19. 


Scarlano said If 1973 dates arc not re- 


manded to the racing board by Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge Robert J. 
Downing, he will ask for a new hearing 
based on testimony by William. Miller 
during the race track stock bribery trial. 


Judge Downing Is expected to rule to- 


morrow on the suits which seek to take 
away dates awarded to racing associ- 
ations controlled by Miller, who 1s under 
federal Indictment along with former 
Gov. Otto Kcrner. 


THE RACING board will meet again 


Thursday to consider Judge Downlng's 
ruling, and if necessary, petition for a 
rehearing. 


Bernard Gents, assistant Illinois attor- 


ney general, told the racing board the 
sole basLi for the awarding of racing 
dates is the maximization of revenue for 
the state. He said be did not believe the 
present racing schedule conforms to this 
goal. 


Genls said he would prefer to see three 


thoroughbred associations with 6frday 
racing seasons, the maximum allowed by 
law, rather than six associations with 30 
days each.

Longer racing meets generally mean a

TO MAXIMIZE revenue Genls, in his

He noted that every racing association,

Board, said that in his opinion Miller's 
testimony In the Kerner trial amounts to 
"new, different and sufficient grounds 
for a rehearing at' which time Miller 
would have to show cause why his dates 
should not be revoked." 
, "HE (MILLER) has admitted in open 
court to every high crime in the 60-page 
Indictment against him. He's admitted 
lying to the racing board and •, mis- 
representing his interest in racing associ- 
ations," Scarlano said. 


The new board chairman said he did 


not want to preguess Judge Downlng's 
.decision, but that he* personally felt 
strongly that the dates questioned should 
be reheard. 


Besides the attorney .general's suit, AT-. 


lington Park also has a request before 
Judge Downing for review of the 1973 
racing schedule. The track is also re- 
questing that it'.be given two licenses 
rather than one for Its Arlington Park 
and Washington Park'meets. With two 
licenses the track would be able to divide 
its betting handle and avoid the highest 
tax brackets. • •

The state Is currently attempting to 


collect over |5 million in back taxes from 
Arlington Park because the race track 
operated with two separate licenses from 
1966 to 1971. 


THE ATTORNEY general contends Ar-

A V don't count at John Muir School 


by KAREN BLECHA 


Students at John Muir School in Pros- 


pect Heights never get A's anymore. And 
nobody seems to mind. 


A's, B's, C's and D's do not exist in the 


school's unusual grading system, started 
two years ago by principal James Finke 
and Muir teachers. Instead, a student's 
success in the classroom is measured by 
comparing what he does to what he can 
do. 


"Each child Is evaluated individually 


and not compared to anyone else," Finke 
said. "This way-a bright child and a 
learning disabilities child can get the 
same evaluation." 


ON THE Muir report card, known as 


the "Score Board," a'student can receive 
anywhere from a 1 to 6 for a certain 
subject. A "1" indicates that a student is 
experiencing "much success and is work- 
ing near maximum potential." A 6 would 


Indicate the child "experiences minimal 
success." 


To give parents an even clearer pic- 


ture of how their child is doing in school, 
the .-eport card also Ibts the pace at 
which the child is working, fast, slow or 
moderate, and indicates if the child is 
working on materials at, above or-below 
grade level. The card also shows if a' 
child is strong, good, improving, weak or 
has a problem in a certain area of a 
subject. 


"This system is better for the kids who 


are slower," Finke explained. He said 


• the idea for such a grading system grew 
out of a situation where a learning dis- 


1 abilities child was working hard and put- 
ting in a lot of effort. "But he would 
have gotten a D on the normal grading 
scale," Finke said. "Under this system a 
. child can gain a better perspective of 
just what he can do. And parents can 


gain a lot more information about their • 
child." 


Parents who have been conditioned to 


A, B and C have reacted favorably to the 
new system, although they were skeptic- 
al at first, Finke said. He said some par- 
ents still demand a translation into A's 
and B's, but they are few. Finke holds 
meetings twice a month to explain to 


parents how the system works. 


Finke believes the system "has worked 


fairly well" at Muir School, although 
"there is no one method or approach that 
works for every child." In June, the 
school board and administration will 
evaluate the system and decide if it 
should be used is other schools In the 
district.

Before the group was divided into 


"workshop" discussion teams, Douglas 
Anderson, supervisor of the Community 
Resources Department of the Cook Coun- 
ty Juvenile Court, outlined new proce- 
dures In juvenile jurisdiction recently in- 
stituted through the new Unified Code of 
Corrections. 


Anderson said because of the new . 


procedures, new avenues of rehabilita- 
tion arc available for youthful offenders 
within their own communities. He said 
the existence and effectiveness of youth 
counseling and rehabilitation agencies 
can have great bearing on how a juvenile 
case Is handled in the courts. 


ANDERSON SAID, for example, if the 


court finds effective service agencies op- 
crating in the community of a youthful 
offender, he can be placed on -probation 
— reporting to that agency — rather 
than being sent to the Audy Home. An- 
derson said during such a probation tho 
judge can "continue" the case through 
the probation period, 'and the juvenile 
may avoid carrying a criminal record. 


A similar rehabilitation system could 


work In tho case of a juvenile convicted 
of a crime,.ho said. The youth could be 
paroled back to his home community, re- 
porting to a service agency, or volunteer 
and avoid several months of detention 
following trial. 


Because of those procedures and sev- 


eral other changes in the unified code, 


i Anderson said, communities can aid in 


providing bcttbr 
rehabilitation tech- 


niques, thereby addressing prevention of 
youth crime and problems rather than 
cure alone. 


"We have the code. What we need now 


are unified agencies which will work in a 
coordinated 
effort," 
Anderson 
said. 


"That Is the only way to convince the 
, young wo have a fair and adequate sys- 


tem and that we arc truly interested in 
their welfare." 


Following Anderson's remarks, the 


. group was divided into four workshop 


discussions on the state juvenile law and 
Its implications for "the interacting roles 
of youth-serving agencies." 


DISCUSSION TOPICS for the after- 


noon workshop sessions included: "In- 
volving youth in the creation and oper- 
ation of youth programs," "The prob- 
lems of youth in fast growing suburbia," 
and "alternatives to present state youth 
detention and rehabilitation centers." 


James I. Gottrelch, director of the 


sheriff's Youth Services Division, said 
the Northwest suburban area, enjoys a 
substantial number of youth serving 
agencies. "What is needed now," he said, 
"is to get them all working together — to 
know what is available and to make use 
of them all."

Ai is often said of beauty, the truth 


about the Arlington Heights Caucus lies 
In the mind of the beholder. 


Some herald It as the best system (or 


choosing village government — as the 
way to keep politics out of village clcc- 
Uons — as the way to find the best per- 
sons for the Jobs open. 


Others see It as a throwback to the 


days when Arlington Heights was a more 
rural than suburban community — as a 
clique that controls village government 
— as a convenient device to stifle minor- 
ity opinion. 


On paper, the caucus system is sound. 


Theoretically, the voters first assemble 
to select their officers and their repre- 
sentatives to the Candidate Recommen- 
dation Committee. . 


Those representatives then conduct a 


hunt throughout the village for candi- 
dates so that, "the office seeks the man 
rather than the man seeking the office." 


After compiling .a master list, the rec- 


ommendation committee then interviews 
the potential candidates, discusses the 
relative merits of those candidates and 
then votes. 


FOR EACH open seat on the board, the 


committee is charged to recommend at 
least two candidates to the general cau- 
cus—comprising, theoretically, all regis- 
tered voters in .the community. That 
body then votes to narrow the field to 
one candidate for each open scat, pro- 
ducing the caucus slate of candidates. 


Supporters of the caucus system 


frequently refer to the workings of the 
caucus as "democracy in action." 


More correctly, it is an illusion of de- 


mocracy. 


If the final slate of 'candidates pre- 


sented to the village for election repre- 
sents a consensus it is strictly through 
coincidence. Rather, it is the illusion of 


I 


consensus, based on a foundation of 
faulty representation and compounded at 
virtually every step of caucus machin- 
ation. 


The cornerstone of the entire caucus is 


the Candidate Recommendation Com- 
mittee. , 


Each of the 20 persons on the com- 


mittee (not including the chairman) is 
said to represent the approximately 1,830 
voters from his caucus district. Each is 
elected by the voters from his district 
and is charged with representing those 
voters in the screening and selection of 
potential candidates. It appears to repre- 
sent a consensus — democracy Ir. action. 
But it Is merely the first in a scries of 
illusions. 
' • 


FOR THE 1973 village caucus, those 20 


persons were elected at the first open 
meeting, held Nov. 29,1972 — a meeting 
attended by no more than 140 voters. 


The HO people present provided an av- 


erage of seven each for the village's 20 
caucus districts. Obviously, some dis- 
tricts turned out more voters than oth- 
ers. District 4, for example, was repre- 
sented by about 20 residents. Only four 
voters attended from District 10, four 
from District 11. and, apparently, fewer 
from districts, 1,19 and 20, which, at the 
end of the meeting, were without repre- 
sentation. * 


The seats for those three districts were 


later filled by the chairman of the rec- 
ommendation committee, William Griff- 
ith, with the approval of the existing 
committee. 


From that committee, six persons 


were appointed by Griffith to the Candi- 
date Question Committee — a powerful 
subcommittee instructed to' decide what 
questions would be asked of each candi- 
date appearing before the recommenda- 


tion committee and how the interview 
process would be conducted. 


The subcommittee later reported they 


had decided, and simultaneously recom- 
mended to the full committee, to adopt 
the first 10 questions used by the com- 
mittee In 1971. The remainder of the list 
was based heavily on the 1971 list, with 
the addition of questions regarding multi- 
family and singje-family homes; revc- 
n u e ; mass transportation; commu- 
nications; garbage, and low and moder: 
ale-income housing. 


THE COMMITTEE decided each po- 


tential candidate would be asked pre- 
cisely those questions during the recom- 
mended 30-minute interview period. Any 
extra time would be devoted to addition- 
al questions from the committee. 


The members of that subcommittee,

The Arlington Heights landfill may bo 


closed temporarily and refuse taken to 
other nearby sites if that can be done 
cheaper than digging a new cell at tho 
village-owned location.

Seminar seeks answers to problems of youth 


More than 100 representatives of area 


police departments, school districts and 
youth service agencies attended a region- 
al seminar yesterday to seek Improved 
methods of cooperation and coordination 
in dealing with 'youth needs and prob- 
lems. 


The seminar was sponsored by the' 


Cook County Sheriff's Youth-Services Di- 
vision. It was held at the Schaumburg 
Park District's Mcineke Community Cen- 
ter, 20 E. Wcathersfleld Way. 


Before the group was divided into 


"workshop" discussion teams, Douglas 
Anderson, supervisor of the Community 
Resources Department of the Cook Coun- 
ty Juvenile Court, outlined new proce- 
dures in juvenile jurisdiction recently In- 
stituted through the new Unified Code of 
Corrections. 
' 


Anderson -said because of the new 


procedures, new avenues of rehabilita- 
tion arc available for youthful offenders 
within their own communities. He said 
the existence and effectiveness of youth 
counseling and rehabilitation agencies 
can have great bearing on how a juvenile 
case Is handled In the courts. 


ANDERSON SAID, for example, If the 


court finds effective service agencies op- 
crating In the community of a youthful 
offender, he can be placed on probation 


— reporting to that agency — rather . 
than being sent to the Audy Home. An- 
derson said during such a probation the . 
judge can "continue" the case through 
the probation period, and. the juvenile 
may avoid carrying a criminal record. 


A similar rehabilitation system could 


work in the cose of a juvenile convicted 
of a crime, he said. The youth could be 
paroled back to his home community, re- 
porting to a service agency or volunteer .'• 
and avoid several months of detention 
following trial. 


Because of those procedures and sev- 


eral other changes in the unified code, 
Anderson said, communities can aid in 
providing 
better rehabilitation 
tech- 


niques, thereby addressing prevention of 
youth crime and problems rather than 
cure alone. 
• 


. 
"We have the code. What wo need now 


are unified agencies which will work in a 
coordinated 
effort," 
Anderson said. 


"That Is tho only way to convince the 
young wo have a fair and adequate sys- 
tem and that we are truly interested in 
their welfare." 


Following Anderson's remarks, the 


group was divided into four workshop 
discussions on the state juvenile law and 
its implications for "the Interacting roles 


' of youth-serving agencies." 


DISCUSSION TOPICS for the after- 


noon workshop sessions Included: "In- 
.volvlng youth In the creation and oper- 
ation of youth programs," "The prob- 
lems of youth In fast growing suburbia," 
and "alternatives to present state youth 
detention and rehabilitation centers."
